euen lo when after longe continual peace, greuous warres do foztume, 
then do valiante Captaynes ſhewe their wozthye manhoode, not with 
Hardines alone but with pollicy and knowledge. Seing therefoze that 
as fayze weather manpe times is altered with ſtoꝛmes and tempeſt, ſo 
peace oftentimes is chaũged w warreg: what thing can be moze expes 
dient #neceſſaryeto thechmon wealth, then to haue in read ines pollt- 
tike and valiante Captaynes, experte and manlye ſouldiours? which 
with their ſ kiltull experience and tryed knowledge, maye in daunge⸗ 
tous times of warres do highe ſeruiteto Gad, their Pꝛince, and their 
countrye,while they fighte not onlye fo their owne ltues, their wyues 
and childzen;but alſo foꝛ the common libertye and wealth of al, the hoz 
noure of their Pztnce, the defence and ſauegarde of the whole eſtate, 
Fo2 which tntente and purpoſe the readinge not onlye of the beſt hi- 
Noucall wꝛiterg both in Greke and latine, wherin moſt noble actes of 
famous Captaynes are linely ſet fo:th as notable examples to be fol- 
lowed : but al/oof ſuch wozthye Authoꝛs as haue with great ſtudye @ 
trauaile, gathered out of the beſt hiſtoꝛyeg the chieleſt potntes and de⸗ 
uices of warres : and beinge diſperſed karre abzoade in manye diuers 
and ſund2ye bookes, haue bꝛought the ſame into a certayne foꝛme and 
knowledge of the feates of armes: may ſceme to all men of warre,and 
namelye to ſuch, to whom the charge of great multitudes oftentimes 
is committed, neyther vnwoꝛthye the reading, noꝛ altogether vnpjoff- 
table. Wherein in myne opinion this our Jutho Flauius Vegetiut 
obteyneth the chiefeſt pꝛayſe: who beinge commaunded by Valentinia- 
nus Auguſtus, to put in wzyting the pꝛactiſes and deuiſeg ol Marttall 
pollicye,hath framed & compacte together ſuch a wozke, which he cal⸗ 
leth Inſtitutiõs, that it may beaccompted,as it were a very methode 
o2 moſt ready a compendious waye to the right knowledge and ſcience 
of the feates of warre. Ind althoughe the warres in theſe oure 
dayes ſeeme muche vnlike to the Romaine warres befoze Vegetius 
time, by reaſon of a greate nomber of engines and other feates 
then vſed;zwhereof now many are out of vie, and many mo now inuen⸗ 
ted which then were vnknowen : yet maye this wozke appeare not al⸗ 
together vnwoꝛthye to be knowen of our men of warte, wherein as it 


were in a glalle they may moſt clearelye ſee, not onlye how that the R6- 
maynesthzoughe ſurhe ſuill and k and continuall exerciſe

barbarous and ſtraunge Nations,ſubdued ſo manye pꝛouinces, and 
become Lozdes and rulers of the molt part of the wozld: but allo ris 
gather and chooſe out the beſt a and chiefeſt pointes of all their know- 
ledge, which neuertheleſle may be vſed ſo farre foꝛth as ſhall ſeeme ex⸗ 
pedient, and as occaſlon may ſerue t time requyze. Wherefoze wher-

chinke it not vnmeete to ſhewe bꝛietelpe what is chiefelpe intreated in yookes of Us 
euery one of the ſame, gettus. 

In the firſt booke he ſetteth foꝛth two thinges pzincipallye . Firſt Che. ; vooke 
the muſteringe, cholinge, and appointinge of yonge ſouldiours: wher | 
in he requireth of the chooſers, moſt fapthfull and painfull dilligence, 
that they do cyꝛcumſpectly conſider and vewe,not-onlpe the countryes 
and places where they were bꝛed and bzought vp, their age, their ſta⸗ 
ture, their behauiour, the good making e pꝛopoꝛtion of their bodyeg,, 
the quickenes of their eyes and countenaun ce: but alſothe trades and 
ſciences wherein they haue beene moſt occupyed t vled,their ſtrength, 
ſwiftnes, nimblenes & actiuitye: by which likelyhoodes and tokens it 
might well appeare which would be moſt meete foz ſo great a woꝛke. 
And in the well chooltng of theſe doth conſiſt the chiefeſt hope, not on- 
ve fo: the ſtrength of the armpe,but alſo foz acchieuing the victozye. + | 
Secondly he ſetteth fozth the trayninge vppe of the yonge ſouldiours In armps n 
well choſen, with dailye vſe and exerciſe : wherevpon it came to paſſe p latine called | 
an armpe in latine was called Exercitus, tothe intent it ſhould be euer Exercitus ab 
in labour e pꝛactiſe, and neuer foꝛget to what ende it was ſo named. Exercitio. 
Wherein he firſt ſheweth that they muſt learne and oxerciſe to march 
in battell raye, to runne, to leape, to ſwimme, to ſtrike hanſomelp, cun⸗ 
ninglye to vie al kinde of weapons, to ſhoote, to caſt dartes, to caſt ſto⸗ 
nes with llinges, oꝛ with hande, to mount on hoꝛſes, to carrye weight, 
to foꝛtetye the Campe, to caſte and ſcoure trenches, with other kindes 
of exerciſes to long here at this time to be recyted. 

In the ſeconde booke he deuideth the feates of warre into certaine The. 2. booke 
kindes, he deſcribeth the partes of an army, which amonge diuers na⸗ 
tions were dinerlipe named: but the Romaines called them Legions, Legio ab eli- 
Ab eligendo, which woꝛd he ſapth requyzeth their fayth and diligence, Boo 
by whom þ ſouldiours are to be allowed 02 refuſed .- Be ſheweth how s 
man cohoꝛtes oz bandes of ſouldiours ſhould be in one Legion, how 


manxe oꝛ how fewe Legions the Romaines bed to leade in one army. 


he ſetteth fozth the names and degrees of the pzincipall men of y hoſt. 
he declareth the offices of all the Captaynes and gouernours,p lieue⸗ 
tenaunt, the Martiall, the Centurions ,peticaptaines, and all other 
rulers and officers of the whole armpye : he deſcribeth the troupes of þ- 
+ hozſemen,and as well thenames, as the offices of the Captaines of e⸗ 
. uerye bande. Manxe other thinges alſo hee touchcth concerninge the 
Standerds, banners, enſignes and flagges, yea and the offices of the 
Truwpetters,by whoſe ſound it ig knowẽ when p ſouldiours ſhould 
fet fozward to anye wozke, when they ſhould fighte oz ſtaye, when ther 
Hold followe the chaſe, oz when they ſhould rety2e.Thus with many

hoꝛtatton to the diligent exercife of p feates of warre, and partly with 


a b:iefe reherſal of certaine tooles and engines, vled to be caryed with 
the armye, he concludeth the ſeconde booke. 
In the thirde hee teacheth howe an armye well appointed anden- 
ftructed,as is afozeſayd,mayenowe be bꝛought to the fielde and ioynt 
wyth the aduerſaryes. But firſt hee ſheeweth howe the health of the 
hoaſt ſhould be pʒeſerued: what regarde ſhould be had that graine fo⸗ 
rage and victuaties ſhould be-pzoutded fo and kepte : howe the chieke 
Captainesſhoutd keepe the ſouldiours in quiet from ſedition and vp- 
roze: howe warelye and cyꝛcumſpectlpe the arinpe ſhoulde be ledde, 
when at any time it remoueth: howe to paſſe ryuers, and other daun⸗ 
gerous places. Dow greate conſĩderation oughte to be whether they 
Gould fight in ſuirmiſhe, o2 ſet battel : » chicfe Captapnes great cares 
fulneſſe befoze they ioyne battell, in tryinge the courage of his ſouldi⸗ 
ours, tn choſknge ameete place foz to fighte in, in ſettinge them in fuche 
oꝛder and arayethat they be not eaſelye ouercome. Which thinges foz 
that they cannot be compꝛehended in fewe woꝛdes, and the Zuthoꝛ diſs 
courſeth of them at large in many Chapters, J referre the Readers to 
the ſelfe ſame Zuthoꝛ, who doth ſo perfectlye ſet fozth ſuch notable des 
uiſes and pollicyes,ſuch ſkilfulnes and knowledge, ſuch pzouidence ⸗ 
warenes, as ought to be in ſuch a man, to whom the woꝛthye honourg 
of ſo greate power andauthoutte are aſcribed , that vnto his fidelitye, 
bertue, and manhoode (that J maye here vſe the very woꝛdes of Ve- 
gerius)the defence of Cittyes the lyues of the ſouldiours,the renowne 
of the common wealth. may ſafely be committed. After theſe, he decla⸗ 
reth certaine generall rules of warre,and ſo endeth his third boske. 
In the fourth bookehetreateth ol the belleginge and defendinge of 
Cittyes : wherein he firſt ſpeaketh of the buildinge and foztefyinge of 
the ſame : and what foꝛelight ould be if a Cittyebe beſſeged , that it 
fuffer not fampne: what pollicy may be vſed, if water, ſalt, ſtrings, oz 
c02des and ſuche like ſhoulde fayle in the Cittye . He reherſeth alſo a 
nomber of engines and much oꝛdinaunce vled in thoſedapes in the be⸗ 
fleginge of Cittyes : the deſcription whereof who ſo lift to know moze 
at large, let him reade the tenth and eleuenth booke of Robertus Val- 
turius. Alſo he geueth certaine pꝛeceptes and rules of warres vppon 
the ſea : in which he ſheweih what kinde of ſhippes were moſt neceſſa⸗ 
xpe and commodious fo:thatpurpoſe : and how dilligentlye the ſame 
were made: in what moncthes and ſeaſons of the yeare timber ſhould 
be felled :henameth and nombzeth the windes : he ſheweth when it is 
good to ſaple, ę when not: he ſpeaketh of certayne ſignes and tokeng, 
whereby mariners maye fozeknowe fapze weather oz foule, calme oz

tempeſt; then deſcribing certaine armour and oꝛdinaumee fo: ippes, 


he bꝛiefelye teacheth howe to lye in waite, and alſo howe to ioyne open 
battell on the ſea: and thus endeth he his fourth and laſt booke of the 
inſtitutions of warre. In all whiche wozke bꝛietelpe and plainlye is 
contained, not onlye (as I ſaide befee) a methode 02 compendious 
wape, but alſo a perfect knowledge and arte ot warre: to the which if 
painefull dilligence and expertence be iorned, what let ſhoulde be, but - 
that no leſle woꝛthines vud excellencye appeare in wartiourę of theſe 
our dayeg, then hath beene founde in the moſt famous Captaynes be⸗ 
foꝛe our time: to the which not experience alone bzought them, but di⸗ 
ligente learninge and ſtudyinge of the feates of warre, witten and ſet 
koꝛth both by hiſtazicall vniters eta, and by ſuch alſo as this our 
preſent Authoꝛ Vegetius is . Innumerable examples mighte be here 
recyted, but paſſing ouer all the reſiduc fo2 ſhoztnes of time, two of the 
chiefeſt map ſuffice. Alexander the great, who in ſhozt ſpace ſubdued 
the greateſt part of the woꝛld, had atwayes the Poet Homer layd vn⸗ 
der his beddes heade,in whom he might behoulde the office as well of 
excellent Pꝛinces, as of moſt wozthye Captaynes.

Ind ſurelye in mine opinion, it ſee⸗ 
meth a farre better and ſhozter ware to attame to the name of a woꝛ⸗ 
thye and perfecte Captatne to ioyne experience vnto knowledge, then 
to get knowledge by experience. Foz mans life being ſhoꝛt and ſubiect 
to manpe taſualtyeg, oftentimees is cutte of befoze it can come ta anyt 
ſuch perfection as is requy2ed in an excellent man of warre: whereag 
ſmall experience with diligente readinge and perfecte learninge 
of feates of ware, maye frame and make manxe polliticke Captaynes 
in a ſhozter ſpace. I do not meane that knowledge withoute experi⸗ 
ence, can do anye great thinge at all; but einge toyned both together, 
doubtles they mapye be as able to bʒinge to paſſe ag great and maruei⸗ 
lous thinges in valiant men in theſe our dayes, as they haue beene in 
manpe nodle men befoꝛe our time, as namely in thoſe moſt woꝛthy and 
famous conquerours, whom partly fo2 bꝛeuityes ſake, partly fo: ho⸗ 
nours ſake J mentioned befoze : whereof Alexander the greate (as 
Tuſtine and others do witncs ) neuer foughte with anye ennempeg, 
whom he did not vanquiſh and ouercome : and howe Iulius Cæfar did 
pzeuatle, his hiſtozyes do declare, who being much tnferiour in nom⸗ 
ber to his ennempes,was ſo ſ kilfull and experte in the oꝛdering of his 
battelles, chat as it were befoze thzoughlye aſſured, he woulde foꝛetell 
to his men, euen in this bande (naminge and paintinge oute the ſame) f 
ſhall conllſ} the victozy ; which ſhould afterward euen ſo come to pale

E is conuenient that the younger ſozte bee diligentlye 
Ian in caſting ſtones, either with handes , oꝛ with 

flinges, They, whiche firſte inhabited the Jles called Bas 
leares, are repoꝛted to haue ſirſte founde aut and deuiſed the 
vſe of ſlinging, and ſocarefully belides to haue exerciſed the 
lame, that the mothers would fiffer their little boyes not to 
cate any meate, but that whiche they had ſtricken and kylled 
with a ſlinge. And oftentimes rounde ſtones thzowen leuell 
out of aflinge oꝛ ſlingeſtaſfe, againſt warriours fenced with 
helmettes,coflettes,and coates of plate,aremoze greuous 
then anye kynde of arrowes: when as vnto thofe partes 
whiche be whole and ſafe,they do bzinga deadlye wounde 2 
and without anoiance ok bloud, the enempisfo2thwith flaine 
with theſtroke ofthe ſtone,Uerp well knowen it is that in al 
battayles ofthe old auncit᷑t men, ſlingers haue bene alowed: 
and berauſe to carie a ſlinge is no labour at all, euery ſoul⸗ 
diour therefozemuſt often vle this exercile. Fo ſometyme it 
Kalleth out, that in ſtony places aſkirmtſhe map be had: that 
ſiome highe grounde oz hille, ſhal neede defending:that with 
ſtones and ſlinges, the fozayne enemies mult be dzyuen from 
the allaulte oftownes and cities.

fape , the champions ok Mars, Iupiter and Hercules. And 
they by commaundement were pyelerred befoze other le⸗ 
giong, and cheir vſe was tocariefiue oftheſe kyndes of plũ⸗ 
mettes within their tergettes: whiche if the ſouldiours 
could hanſozuely and conuenieutly calte, they that were ar · 
med with tergettes⸗ leemed in a maner to doe as good ſer⸗ 
uice as thole they call archers., Foz they wounde the ene · 
mies; and gall their hozſes,befoze they tan come not onelye 
to fighte bande ta hande, but alſo to the ſtroke and daunger 
of the darte.

Du ſhouls often fozce the younge ſouldiours, to take 
Y bp a thzce ſcoze pounde weight, and to walke withthe 
ſame a wonted ſouldionrs ſpace.

iournep to cary victualland armoure. Neyther ſhould this 


be thought a harde matter, if great neede ſo require: fog 
what can not dayly exerciſe ouercome and make at lengthe 
very eaſie : That this fozfayde kinde ok exerciſe, the ſouldi⸗ 
ours of fozetyme haue vled, the Poete ViIrgill wytneſſeth in 
theſe wozdes. 

Like as the Romaine fearce in armes like to his countrey guiſe, 
Which heauy burden on his backe him ſelfe faſt oz warde hyſe, 
Ind readie an his foe vnwares doth ſet in battell wyle, 


¶ What kynde of armour ſouldiours of olde tyme 
were wont to bſe. Chapiter. xx. 


7 Dwe is here fitte place to ſhewe with what kynde of 
armour and weapons the young ſouldiours ſhould be 
furniſhed # fenced. But in this point the olde cuſfome 
is vtterly layde aſyde. Foz although hozſemen in armes did 
good, as we haue of the Gothians, Alanes and Hunnes foꝝ 
example, yet it is playne that the footemen were naked and 
bnarmed. Foz after 5 citie ot᷑ Rome was builded, vnto wozs 
thie Grecians tyme, the armie of footemen was fenced bothe 
with coarſelettes & headpieces. But wh? the exerciſe of Ca. 
pus Martius, by negligence & ſlouthfulnes, was geuen ouer 
and diſcontiuued, armour begon to ſeame heauy, c was not 
woꝛne ofte of ſouldio urs. Therefoze firſte they made a peti⸗ 
tion top Emperours, that they might weare no moꝛe coar⸗ 
ſelettes, after ward p they might lay away their helmettes. 
And ſo whẽ they ſhould go to fight againſt h Gothiãs, being 
naked of their bꝛeſtes, æ hauing nothing of their heads, they 
wer oktẽtimes by p multitude of archers vãquiſhed #ouercd. 
Andnottbltanding ſo many miſfoztunes which haue hapnev 
| euen 
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euen to the deſtructions of ſo mightie and great cities. No 
man hath regarde as pet toreſfoze againe to the footemen, 
either their coarſelettes ozheadpteces :whereby it comes to 
paſſe that naked men in the fozewarde in daunger euer of 
wounding, bane greater myndeof flying then they haue of 
fighting,Ulhat can an archer on foote do without harneis: 
without head piece : which can not holde his bowe and buc⸗ 
keler both toge ther : That ſhall the ſtanderd bearers doe 
in battayle, aduauncing the enſigne with their lefte hande, 
haue nothing to ſaue their heades oz their bzeſtes 4 Mary a 
footeman perchaunce, whiche ſeldoine doth exerciſe r hand⸗ 
le his armour, wyl thinke a bꝛeſtplate troubleſome & heauy. 
Powebeit, by dayly vſe he might well enough away withal, 
whiche, though it beare heauy thinges, yet neuer complay⸗ 
neth. But they, whiche wyll not take payne to carie auncitt 
armoure fo2 their furniture, ſhall vnfurnyſhed beate the 
blowes awaye, and catche their deathes wounde. And that 
whiche is a greater griele, and moze ſhamefull to be ſpoken 
ok, either become captiue, oꝛ betrayetheir common wealthe 
by running away. So that eſchewing exerciſt and laboure, 
with p greateſt ſhame that can be thei are ſlaine like beaſtes, 
Therefoze was an hoſte offootemen of our aunceſtours a- 
fozetyme called a wall? but becauſe the legions, beſides 
their tergettes armed with dartes oz other ſhotte „made a 
goodly gliſtering ſhewe alſowtth coarſelettes and beadpie⸗ 
tes: in ſo muche that the archers were fencedon their lefte 
armes with ſplẽtes oꝛ gauntelettes. Footemẽ that had ter: 
gettes beſides their coarſelettes and head pieces, were alſo 
conſtrayned ta harneis their right legges. And thus were 
they armed whiche fought in the fozefront ofthe battayle, 
and were called Principes, as who fave the firſte and foꝛe⸗ 
moſte to perilles . And they, in the ſeconde oꝛder, whiche 
were called Haſtati, that is to ſaye ſpeare men: and they in 
the thirde oꝛder called Triarii , as who ſhoulde ſaye of the 
rearc warde, ready in the thirde place to ſighte. But theſe 
Triari were wont to ſtoupe and keepe the within the fence 


oftheir tergettes , lealte ſtanding vp they might be 3 
wit 
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with their ennempes weapons, and that when neede ſhould 
requpꝛe, hauing reſted themlelues lo well, they might moe 
vehementlye aſſaulte and ſet vppon their ennempes , And 
certaine it is that theſe often haue gotten the bictoꝛp, whe 
the ſpearemen bekoꝛe them called Haſtati, haue bene ſlaine, 


The auncient warriours had alſo amonge their footemen, 


ſuch as were called lighte harneſſed men, as Slingers and 
other with lighte Armoure, which chic felye were placed in 
the out ſydes oꝛ winges, by whom euer the vnſet was geuT; 
and theſe were ofthe ſwykteſt and beſt exerciled ſozt, neither 
were they very manpe, becaule in retyzing ik necellitye con- 
ſtrayned, they were luccoured and recepuedof thole in the 
fozefronte,ſo that the whole battaple ſtoode ſtill vabzoken, 

There hath a cuſtome continued almoſt tothis oure tyme, 
that al ſouldiaurs vſedcappesmade ofſkinnes,which ſoul⸗ 
diours they called Pannonicos, deuiſed foz this purpoſe, þ 
the head peece ſhould not ſeeme heauie to any man in fighte., 
whiche did bere alwayes ſomewhat on his heade . But the 
Hotte which the armpe on foote did vſe, were called Pila, 
taſtened with thinne p2on to the fozeparte of a triangle of 
nine inches, 02 afoote longe, which beinge faſte in the Taro 
gette could not be cute awape, and beinge ſkilfullye and va⸗ 


liantlye directed, coulde eaſelye bzeake in ſonder anye har» 


neſle: of the which kinde there be verpe fewe weapons nowe 
amonge vs. But the fozrapne barbarous footemen that 
haue Shtelves oꝛ Tergettes, do chiekelye vſe theſe Dar⸗ 
tes, whiche they call Bebras: and of — they haue two oꝛ 
thꝛee a peece. Moꝛeouer we muſt know, that when the mat: 
ter is tryed with Dartes, the ſouldiours muſt ſet the ir lefte 
feete befoze,fozſo in thzowing theyꝛ dartes when they ſtep 
in with their right legge, the froke is much moze vehemtt. 
But whenthe matter is come ton pinteh (as they ter me it) 
and fight as it were at the halke ſwoꝛd, thẽ mult their rights 
feete be foꝛmoſt, that theyꝛ ſydes be krom they ennemyes, 
leaſt they catche a wound, and that theyꝛ right hand be rea» 
dye to geeue ablowe when neede is. Therefoze it is mani · 


keſt, chat ponge ſouldiours ſhoulde be furniſhed and kenced, 
B if, with 
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with alcunning andpollicye in lighting, and with all matt» 
ner of armour and weapons. Foz needes muſt he fight moze 
boldlye, that beinge ſafe of bꝛeaſt and heade, ſtandes not in 
feare of woundinge.

be ſouldiours alſo ought to learne to fo2tifye their 
. Campes, fo2 there is not a moꝛe ſafe, noz a moꝛe ne⸗ 
ceſſarye thing in all warre, Fo2 whye, ifthe army be 
well planted , the ſouldiours ſo ſafe enbulwarked , voyde of 
all care paſſe ouer dapes and nights,yea euen thoughe their 
enaempes befiege them, they areas ſafe as though they had 
a walled Cittye on their backes. But the knowledge bere⸗ 
ok, is btterlye come to nothinge: it is longe agoe » ſince that 
when any would pitch theyꝛ Campes, they vled to entrench 
them, and ſette ſtakes befozethem;ſo that we haue knowen, 
when the fozrapne hoꝛſemen as wel by daye as nigbte, haue 
come ofa ſodapne manye armpes, manye times baue beene 
maruelouſſy annoped. But uot oulpe the foole hardy with⸗ 
out þ Campe ſuffer theſe things: but wh? as by any.chaunce 
in the foꝛebattellle bey beginne torety2e, they haue not a de⸗ 
fence of the Campe, where to ſaue themſelues, & ſo are kil⸗ 
led vp like dogges: and ſo longe do they dye, as they2 en⸗ 
nempes pleaſe to pux ſue and chaſe them.

T is an eaſye thinge to foztifye a Campe, when enne⸗ 
| myes are karre of, but if the ennempes do come faſte vp⸗ 

pon them, then all the hozſemen and halfe the footemen, 
are ſet in battayleraye,to bʒeake the bzunte of the ennemy 
the reſidue behinde them, when they haue d2awen the dit» 
ches, dofoztifye the campe, and by a cryer is wont tobe pꝛo⸗ 
claymed what p firſt companye hath done, what the ſecond, 


what the thirde, what the kourth, vntill they haue finiſhed 


all the whole wozke . Then come 5 Captaynes to vewe and 
meaſure the ditche, and luche as haue w2ought leaſelye and 
flouthfullye are therefozepuniſhed, After this ſoꝛte thenne

T is certapne that there is nothinge moze p2ofitable in 


fight, then that ſouldiours exerciſe daylye themſelues to 


goe in battaple in good oꝛder and arraye , neyther runs 
ninge on heapes, no ſcatteringe abzoade moze then is ex- 
pedient. Foz truly when they are thicke thzonged together, 
they loſe they2 ſpace they ſhould fight in, and euerye one eue- 
rye where letteth another: and when they ſtand thinne that 
eche maye be ſeene howe he ſtandes, they ſhewe a waye to » 
ennempe to enter and go thzough the armpe. 

And thus il the ennempe ſhall cutte and parte the armye, & 
come to the backes of them that fight, verye feare muſt nee⸗ 
des bꝛing all thinges out ol oꝛder . Therefoze the pong ſoul» 
diours muſt be bzought fo2th alwayes to the field, e as they 
are by name billed, they muſt be called to þ battayle: ſo that 
the battayle be longe right out at the firſt and ſingle : that it 
be not hollowe, that it be not croked, þ the ſouldiours ſtand, 
of like aud conuenient diſtance one from another: then they 


muſte be charged of a ſodaine to double the fronte :ſo that 


thoughe they go as faſte as euen they are accuſtomed in the 
fielde, yet they maye keepe they arraye. Thirdlye com⸗ 
maundemente muſte be geeuen, that koꝛthwith they bzinge 
themſelues into a quadzangle foꝛme. That done, they muſt 


turne them into a triangle (wedgewyle as they terme it) Þ 


is to ſaye, mall befoꝛe, thicke and bzoder afterwarde. This 
good ozderinge of ſouldiours hath done verye much good, & 
beene pꝛoſitable in warre. They muſt alſo be warned to con⸗ 


ueye themſelues into a rounde fozme , whereby when as 


violently the ennempe doth bꝛeake into the battell, the ſoul⸗ 
diours with this pꝛactiſe map be able to reſiſt them, leaſt all 


the whole multitude be compelled to runne awaye, and by 


that meanes greuous perill followe therevppon.

thꝛile in the moneth, as well hoꝛſemen asfootemen, ſhouly 
ve b2ought foꝛth to marche, (koꝛ ſo do they terme this kinde 
ok exerciſe.) The footemen armed furniſhed with all ma⸗ 
ner of weapons, were commaunded to go and come þ ſpace 
ot. 1o myles from Campe a marching pace, ſo that ſome 
part of the way they might runne ouer merilye. The hozte⸗ 
men deuided by troupes inarmour ,likewyſe wente euen as 
longe a tourneye,and as ſuch on hozſebacke are wonte to do 
foꝛ exerciſe : Sometimes they followed, ſometimes gaue 
backe, and fozcinge they? bozſes,ranne them out vppon the 
ſpurre,not onlpe in þ plaine fteldes,but alſo in places ſteepe 
Downe, and verye highe both hozſemen and footemen were 
cauſed to go bp and downe, ſo that hap what happe could to 
them in their fight, theſe pꝛactiſed ſouldiours had very well 
fozelearned. |

N conſiderationofmy faythfull pꝛomiſe and vowe(mokk 
1 puilaũt Emperour , Jhaue gathered together into this 


litle booke, theſethings which J haue choſen oute of all 
authoꝛs, which baue wꝛitten the ſcienceand Arte of warre⸗ 
fare: that in muſtering and exercifing ok ponge ſouldiours, 
k anye man woulde be dilligente, hee maye eaſelye make a 
Eronge armpe: but followinge the auncient manhoode that 


hath 
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hath bene in timespaſt, Foz neyther is all mar tiall bloud 
and ſtomacke quite gone and decayed in men,no2 pet lands 
which bzought foꝛth þ Lacedemoniis,p Athenians, Mare 
fians, Samnites, Velignes, yea # the verp Romaines them⸗ 
ſelues, be barren and vnkruitful. aue not the people of E⸗ 
pirus, ſometime pꝛeuayled verpe much in armes ꝛ aue not 
the Macedonians and Theſſalians by warre, conqueringe 
firſt y Perſians, come as farre as Indie ? And it is manifeſt 
that the Danes, the people of Media and Thracia, haue al- 
wapes bt ne ſuch ſtoute warriours, ? Mars himſelfe.is fap⸗ 
ned to haue bene boꝛne among them. It were to long ta rec⸗ 
ken vp the ſtrength ofall countryes, when as they all conſiſt 
in the Empyꝛe of the Romay nes. But greate ſecuritye and 
longe peace hath made men partlye delighte in idlenes, and 
partlye in ſeruite at home in the common wealth. By ſuch 
meanes therefore it is well knowen, that the care of warre · 
lyeexercyſe was at the fitſt negligently handled, after ward 
diſſembled, laſt of all bzougbte into obliuion quite fozgot⸗ 
ten. Neyther let any man marueyle that this hath chaun⸗ 
ced in the time late paſſed : when as after the firſt warre bee 
tweene the Romaynes and the Carthagiens, when 24. yea-: 
res were come and gone, peace (0 weakened the Romay nes 
thꝛoughe idlenes and diſuſe of Armoure, which befoze had 
bene euerye where conquerours, that in the ſeconde warre 
of Carthage, they were by no meanes comparable to Han- 
niball. After ſo manye Conſulles loſte: ſa manye Cap⸗ 
taynes ſlaine: ſo manye armyes taſt awap:finding 
a meanes to learne the bſe and exerciſe of war: 

fare, they came atþ length to be cõquerours 

agayne. At all times therfozeſhould pong 
men be choſen and exerciſed, fo2 cheaper. 
certapne it is to inſtruct a mans owne: 

ſouldiours in armes, then to hyꝛe 
ſtraungers fo2 moneye..

Reepe in remembꝛaunce the auncient o2dinances of 
the elders, as touchinge the knowledge and feates 
WA ol armes: Foz the effect of thinges is alwayes the 


moſt certaine p2oofe of any ſcience. But your reſt 

9 and quietnes ( moſte victozious Emperour ) doth 
en and auncient thinges oute ot Bookes, wyth a deeper 
tudgement then anye earthly minde is able to conceyue: when as with 
newe and freſhe noble actes, it paſleth antiquitye it ſelfe. Being ther⸗ 
toꝛe commaunbed to compꝛehende bꝛiefelee in w2ytinge theſe thinges, 
not therein to teache oꝛ inſtructe your maieſtye, but onlye to put you in 
remembꝛaunce thereof : my due obedience and ſolempne pꝛomiſe hath 
oftentimes ſtriuen wyth ſhamefaſtnes. Foz what greater bouldnes cã 
there be, then to the Loꝛde and Pꝛince of the whole wozlde , the van= 
quiſher of all barbaroug and fozraine Nations , to wite of the know⸗ 
ledge and vſe of warre: excepte peraduenture you commaunded that 
to be done, which por pour ſelfe had perfourmed . Ind againe,it ſee⸗ 
med a very haynous and dangerous thinge not to obeye the commañ⸗ 
dementes of ſo great and mightye an Emperour. 'Thercfoze in obey⸗ 
inge Jam become verye boulde, whiles foz feare that in denyinge J 
ſhoulde appeare moze bolde. To the which raſhenes the longe conti⸗ 
nuance of your accuſtomed and excedinge great clemencye hath encou⸗ 
raged mee. Foz of late J offered a little Booke ol the chuſlnge and 
trayninge bppe of yonge ſouldiours, as one of your owne familye, yet 
therein ſuſtayned no blame: and therefoze feare I not at your com. 
maundemente to aduenture on a wozke, when as that which was vo⸗ 
luntarilye done, hath paſt vurepꝛehended.

There be li ae wyſe two maner ol Mauyes, one which may 
be called Foyſtes o2 Gallyes, and the other of ſhippes.

ſouldiours are allow n: fo reſ kewe & ayde the leſſer nam 
ber, foꝛ legionarye ſouldiours a much greater nomber hach 
euer cuſtomablye bene appointed. 


C Pow the legſonarye ſouldiours and thoſe that 
are ſente foz ayde do differ. Cap. ij. 
De Macedonians, the Greekes, the Troyans, did bſe 
thoſe battayles which theycalled Phalanges, about ß 
nomber of.8000, men in a Phalange, The French⸗ 
men and Spaniardes, and many barbarous Nations, vſed 
in battell ſuch as they called Gaternas, wherin were oOo. 
barneſſed menne: the Romaynes haue Legions, in the 
which are.6000 warriours oʒ moe. But what difference 
mape ſeeme to be betweene the Legions and Aydes, J will 
plainly declare. Chole : which are ſent fo aydes come from 
ſondꝛye places, fo diuers and ſundꝛye hyꝛe: neyther in trap⸗ 
ning, in knowledge, noꝛ in diſpoſition one like another, farrs 
vnlike be theyꝛ kaſhions, their vſe of their Armour cleane of - 
another ſozt. Anpneedes muſt they be longe of getting ths 
bicto2ye, which-befoze they come to fighte differ thus after 
this ſoꝛt. Finallyewhereasexpedition requyꝛeth, it is ves 
rye expedient that all the ſouldiours at one onlpe warning, 
Gould ſtraighte way turnethemſelues : then howe can they 
do alla like that, which they are tommaunded, when they 
neuer kept anye companye altogether befoꝛe: and pet theſe 
thinges ſolemnlye vſed, often exerciſed, almoſte dailye con- 
firmed, palit not a little. The: aydes went alwayes wyth þ 
legionarpe ſouldiours, as lighte harneſſed men in the foꝛe⸗ 
battayle, rather fo2 an helpe in fightinge then a pꝛincipall 
ſuccour. Buta Legion where is but one peculiar kinde ot 
ſouldiours,haninge init complete harneſſed men (that is to 
ſape) firſt and foꝛemoſt Principes, then Haſtati, the thirde 
Trarij o2of the rerewarde, the Enſigne bearers : then 
lighte harneſſed. men, as caſters ol Dartes, Archers, men 
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with Slinges, Croſſebowe men: hauinge allo in it men at 
Armes, and ſuch as be anneredvnto the Legiõ called legios 
narye hozſemen, and all theſe in one regiſter: when as with 
one minde and one conſent theꝝ ſoꝛtiłye p campe, oꝛder their 
armye, and ionne battaple together, beinge ſafe and ſure on 
euerye ſyde, needing na maner afout ward helpe oꝛ ayde. 
What multitude is ſo manpe, that ſuche an armye ſhall not 
conquere: As we are plainlye taught by the great pꝛoweſſe 
ofthe Romaynes, which vſinge Legions alwayes in ſuche 
ſoꝛt afoꝛeſayd, ouercame ſa manpe ennempes as eyther wil⸗ 
linglye they would, 02all thinges conſidered, they poſſible 
Toulde.

He name of Legions remapneth pet till this dap, but 
tbꝛough negligence of fozmer times, þ ſtrength ther⸗ 
ofis abated:foz p ambitiã pzeuencing manhoode,bhath 
got awaye his due rewarde : e ſouldiours nowe a dapes are 


pꝛomoted by fauour, which neuer were pꝛomoted but onlye 


by labour. And againe foꝛ this cauſe,þ whe we haue payed a

they, ſo ſtoute and valiant , that theythought two Legions. 
ſufficient foꝛ any warre wbatſoeuer. Wherfoze accoꝛding 
to the rule ofthe lawe of Armes, and trade ol warres, J wil 
declare the olde maner of oꝛdering of a Legion: which def 
cription it᷑ it ſhall ſeeme ſomewhat diffuſe oꝛ homelye, im⸗ 
pute not the ſame to mee, but tothe hardnes and dillicultye 
ok the matter it ſelte. Mich a diligent and attentiue minde, 
they mult therefoze be reade ouer and ouer, that they maye 
be thꝛoughlye vnderſtode and perfectlye remembzed.

The ſtrſt oꝛ chiefe Triarian, did leade an hũ⸗ 
dꝛed men: ſo that theſe ſiue ozdinarye ſouldiours, gouerned 
tenne Centuries of the firſt cohozrop bande, and vnto whom 
the auncient fathers did grrat houoꝛ and alſoappointedto- 


then: 


thefr commonitie: fox this ende chiefly , that the other ſoul- 
didurs of all the legion with all kinde of labour and humble 
ſeruice ſhould endeuour thẽ ſelues to attain ſuch rewardes, 
There were alſo centurions oꝛ vnder captaines, which had 
thechar — alingle centurie oʒ iuſte hundꝛed, whiche bee 

enarii , there were Decaſi. That conducted ten 
eee called the chiele ol one compa⸗ 
ny in one pauilion oz tent. The ſeconde cohozte hath fiue cen⸗ 
turions, likewyſe the thirde, the fourth, the fifthe, and ſo ta 
the tenth cohoꝛt.

Uche as ſometime had beene Conſuls, ſent the Empe- 
rours lieutenantes to warre, vnto whome al the whole 
ar mies and thoſe whiche were ſentfo2 ayde, as well in 
peace as in neceſſar ie time of warres were alwaies obediẽt: 
whole roume it is certaine that right excellent famous men, 
as maiſters of the ſouldiours doe nowe ſupplie, which were 
wonte to haue the gouernement, not onely of twoo legions, 
but alſo ofa greater nũbꝛe. But the very chie fe and peculiar 
indge ofthe legion was Præfectus, hauing common autho⸗ 
ritie ofthe beſke eſtate oz oꝛder i in the ablence ofthe lieute⸗ 
naunt, as it were his deputie o2 vicegerent, had the geateſt 
power ok all. The tribunes oʒcenturions, and all thb other 
ſouldiours, were all at his cõmaundement. This ſame gaue 
the watche their charge, and when any volage was to bee 
made gaue onely commaundement. Ita ſouldiour had com- 
mitted any kaulte, this deputie fozthwith by bis authoritie, 
commaunded the marſhall to take pyniſhement of him. Hee 
tooke charge of all the ſouldiours a re, alſo ede 
ſes, apparell and vitaile. Nee might commaunde ſeuere 
niſhement to be executed, and exerciſcs, not onely of the fo 
temen, but alſo ofthe hoꝛſemẽ daily to be Martin. Bid 
as a diligent and ſoberouerſeer, trapried vp the legioncom- 


mitted to his charge, almapes * and diligently in all

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good lernice Finduſtrie, as one not ignoʒaunt that the va⸗ 
kauntaes of the ſouldiqurs redounded chieflytothe commẽ ·

Here was alſo an ouerſeer of thecattpe , though not 
ofgreatauthozitie, yet occupied in nomeane oz ſmall 
affaires:whoſe office was to ſee tothe encampingofþ 
ar mie, to all foꝛtiſication, to ditching and entrenching. The 
tentes 02 hales of the ſouldiours, withal the bagge and bag» 
gage were oꝛdꝛed euer as it ſeemed good to him. The ſicke 
ſouldiours beſides of euery tente, with thoſe that had cheim 
in cure, all expences belonginge to the ſame, concerne his 
onely trauell and diligence. Cartes 0 wagons, ſhotte oz ar⸗ 
tillery, timber, edge tooles , wherewith to hewe and ſawe 
the ſame,fo2 opening of ditches, when a bulwarke ſhould be 
purpoſed, and foꝛ moze commodious conueyingeof water, 
this matter pertayneth pꝛoperly to him. Pee did mozeotter. 
fozſee that there wanted not at anye tyme either Frawe, oꝛ 
woode, battring rammes, croſſe bowes,fteld pieces, q other 
kinde ol oꝛdinaunce. This officer,after long and great expe 
rience of warrefare , was choſen as one moſte experte, and 
cunningeſt wel toteache and enſtructe others in chat, which

A firſt cõteined a. ooo. oꝝ moze ſouldiours, in þ which 
were ſuch placed as were ſent, fo2 their great wealth 
koꝛ birth, foꝛ their learning, foꝛ comlines,fo2 dertue, man⸗ 
dode. Duer this cohoꝛt tde ttibune had the gouernemkt, pals 
ling all other in knowledge ofarmes, in goodly perſonage, 
in honeſt manners and condicions. The other cohoꝛtes as it 
ſeemed good to the pzince , were ruled by other tribunes oz: 
gouernours. But fo great regarde was there had foxthe ex: 
erciſing ok the ſouldiours, that not onely the ſaid tribunes 
02 gouernours did commaunde their owne ſouldiours come 
mitted to their charge toexerciſe them ſelues, euery daye in 
their owne pꝛeſence: but alſo thep the lelues being perkecte 
in the knowledge of armes, did exhoꝛte and encourage other 
the rather by their example, often to doe the lyke.

The 
whiche the ſouldiours beholdinge and readinge, in neuer ſa 
great hurly burly, could not farre wander from their com⸗ 
panies of their own tent. Pozeouer, they comaunded the cẽ⸗ 
turions, which now are called Centcnarii, beinge valiaunc 
warriours in complet harnis, to gouerne euer centurie o2 
hundzed, the creſtes of their helmets being ſet ouerthwart, 
tothentent they might be moze eaſely knowen, and to thend 
there might be no great diſoꝛder, when as an hundꝛed ſoul⸗ 
diours might followe, not onely their enſigne, but alſo their 
centurion 02 captaine by the mar ke o2 enſigne in his helmet. 
Againe the centuries oz hundzedes were deuided into cam⸗ 
panies ok ten ſouldiours, ſo that ouer ten ſouldiours abiding 
vnder one pauilion, one was chiefe ruler called Decanus (as 
who ſay þ chief ot ten) which is named þ head of 3 company.

on his hozſe, though he be harniſſed e armed at all pointes,

Thoſe whiche fought in the foze fronte oz firfte bats 
tayle, were called Principes: that is tofaye,chiefe and pzins 
cipall ſouldiours, as thoſe in complete harniſſe whiche had 
helmettes,coarſelettes,legge haruille, ſhieldes, ſwoꝛdes & 
great daggers, and ſiue leadfplommettes in their ſhieldes, 
whiche they doe caſte at their firſte ioyning. Aiſo two kindes 
ok dartes: the one greater, with an yꝛon heade thꝛe ſquare, 
of nyne inches longe , the Taffe fine foote longe and a halfe, 
whiche they named Pilum, at this tyme calleu Spiculum, 
This ved the ſouldiours oltentymes to caſte, fo2 that the 
lame directed with cũning, aud thꝛowt wich good courage, 
ſtriketh thꝛougb both footemen with ſhieldes, and haſemen 
wich their complete harnis: the other leſſe, and was a kinde 
of darte with an yꝛon head, thꝛee coꝛnered or ſiue inches lõg, 
the ſtaffe of thꝛee foote and a halfe:whiche they were wonte 
to call Verriculum, but nowe Verutum.

Fter all theſe bactels;the/Triarians,02 ſouldiours of 
Abena were plated with ſhieldes, coarſelets, 

belmettes, beinge harniſſed on the legges, hauinge 
fwozdes,great daggers, leaden plũmettes, and two dartes, 
the whiche did reſte kneelinge vppon one knee: that ik the 
firite battaile were ouercome, theſe might repapze andmake 
vp the battayle againe, and ſet on the enemies a freſhe and 
recouer the bictoʒie. But all the ſtanderd oꝛ banner bearers 
although they were footement , had on coates of mayle oz 
plate, ot the lighter ſozte,and helmettes couered with — 
ſkinnes,to terriſie and make aferde the enemies. The Cen. 
turions alfa had cuarſetettes, bꝛigantines, ſhieldes and hel

a dayes, Pozeouer, in the ſbieldes, the name ofeuety ſoul⸗ 
diour was witten with letters, and alſo of what bande 
euerye one was, oz of what bundꝛed. Thereby by theſe it is 
manifeſt that a legion well furniſhed and oꝛdzed is, as it

ſearche out diligently, and knowe in euery one the bignes ol 
the ſtaturezthe ſtrengthe ol the body, and the pꝛomptnes of 
his mynde . But in certaine che cunning or ciphers and au⸗ 
gurim, and exerciſe of reckening and caſting accompte is res 
quired. Fo2 the accompte ol all the whole legion, whether it 
dee ok the diligent ſeruite, o olthe numbers of ſauldiours, 
dz el uf money, is daily regiftred in the attes oꝛchꝛonicles, 
with greater viligẽce almoſt chen the trade of victualling, 
iq ciuile gouernement, is noted in the regiſter bookes mx 
a , 
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ritie.They note allo the continual watches in time ol peace; 
Alſo the warding on the daye tyme, and the charges oz offs 
tes in carying krom place to place ; amongelt all the centu⸗ 
ries _ mpanies, what the ſouldiours doe by caurſe:that 
Bong bete d oz burdened moꝛe then is due and right, oz 
if any haue libertie graunted and art exempted. The names 
ofthe whiche nes their courſes, are noted in the bookes. 
Then any man hath receiued a paſpoꝛte, and foꝛ hom many 
dayes it is noted inthe abbꝛidgementes.

Alſo Claſsich, 
is called that noyce whiche the trumpetters doe make with 
the ſoũde ofacoznet, This is a notable ligne of great power 
and authozitie ropal,becauſe this is ſoũded when the pꝛince, 
chieftapue , oꝛ generall captaine is pꝛeſent, 02 els when a 
ſouldiour fo2 ſome hainous offence is put to death. Foz this 
mult nedes bee done by the ſtatutes and lawes of the gene- 
rall: but if the ſouldiours goe foꝛʒth to kepe the watches, to 
carie thinges from place to place, oꝛ to doe any woozke,oz to 
make a rode, at the ſounde ofthe trumpettes they doe it, and 
by the ſaunde ofthe ſame doe retire to the cãpe agayne. But 
whenche ſtanderdes doe marche, oꝛ in marching when they 
Could ſtaye, the blowers of the coznettes ſounde to bothe 
theſe. The whiche thing in dede foz this cauſe is obſerued & 
kept in all maner of exerciſes, ſkirmiſhes,rodes, and mare 
chinge fozwarde of thearmie, that in the fighte the ſauldi⸗ 


ours might mozeeaſelyobeye : if the captaines ſhould com ⸗ 


maunde them, either tofight o2 to ſtaye, to purſue, oꝛ to res 
tire. Foꝛ this pꝛoofe is plaine that ſuch things muſt be pꝛar⸗ 
tiled at vacant time and leaſure,whiche of neceſlite muſt beg 
atchieued and done inthe battell.

the holye dapyes is let abꝛoade fo2 to behoulde in the exerciſe. 
Therekozenotonely they, which were vnder the chiefe mai · 
ſters, did learne by daylye exerciſe the handlyng ol armoure 
and weapons, and the ſwiftencs and nimblenes of the body, 
but alſo all the ſouldiours a lyke did exerciſe the ſame, Foz 
lwiktenes and agilitie of the bodye, and alſo: the cunning. , 
bothe to ſtryke theenemie and defende hym ſelfe,is chieflye 
gatten by exerciſe and peactiſe , eſpecially if they fight neere 
athande with ſwoꝛdes. But this ts-moze weightie and nerd⸗ 
full that they learne in their playing exerciſe to keape they 
oꝛders, and that in fo great ſturres and thꝛongts, beinge 
vſed to the lyke in theſe exerciſes, wherin they are ſirſtetrat⸗ 
ned and entered, they doe wayte vppon their owne banners 
and enſignes, and that among the well trayned and experte 
fouldiours, there bee noerroure o2 diſoꝛdꝛe committed, al- 
though in the common ſozte there may bee very great con⸗ 
fuſton. It is alſo very gcod that the younge ſouldiours bee 
exerciſed with ſome polte oꝛ ſtake, where they maye learne 
to ſtryke at the ſydes, the legges, and heades, eyther with, 
the thzuſte,o2 with ryght downe ſtrokes. Let them alſo ac⸗ 
cuſtome to leape and ſtrike together: to vawte againſt their 
ſhielde, as if they were dauncynge, and ſkypppe downe 
againe: ſometyme to runne fozwarde ſkippingandleaping, 
and fetchynge of gamboldes, ſometyme to ſteppe awaye 
quickelye, and leape backe agayne. Let them exertiſe al. 
to thꝛowe dartes a farre ofat the poſtes oz ſtakes, that they 
bothe maye bee moze cunninge in caſtinge ſtraighte, and 
moꝛe nimble and quicke with the right hande. But the ar⸗ 

chers and ſſyngers, dyd ſet vp ſome bꝛoome faz a marke, oꝛ 
bundels of ſhzubbes, oz ſtrawe, that ſlanding ſire hundzep 
foote from the marke, oftentymes they might hitte it with 
their arrowes, oꝛ with their ſtoones leuelled out of a llynge 
Raffe,. Therefoze , moze boldely they did that in the battell.

Whiche befoze they hadexercifedin ſpozte in the ſielde. They 
muſte alſo at-alltymes accuſtome them ſelues, that they 
Iwpnge the llynge, but once about the head onelye , when a 
fone is caſte out of it. And all the ſouldiours did vle with 
one hande to caſte ſtones ofa pounde weighte, whiche exer⸗ 
ciſe is thought moze readie , becauſe it necdeth not a ſlinge, 
They were alſo compelled alwaye and with continuall exer⸗ 
tiſe, to caſte dartes 02 leaden plummettes: in ſo muche that 
fo2 the hozſemen in wynter ſeaſon , large galeries were 
couered with tyles oz ſhingles, whiche arecliftes of woode: 
oz if they did faple , with readde, flagges oz ſtubble, oz cls 
ſtrawe: and alſo certapne large places made foꝛ the foote⸗ 
men, and couered in lyke maner: in the whiche in the tyme 
of ſtoꝛmes, wpndes , 02 foule weather, the armie was en- 
ſtructed and exerciſed with armoure and weapons under 
couert, But the other dayes in wynter, ik ſnowe and rayne 
dyd ceaſſe, they were compelled to exerciſe them abꝛoade in 
the fielde:leaſte if this cuſtome ſhould be lefce ol, the mindes 
and alſo the bodyes ofthe ſouldiours myght bee weakened, 
It is good alſo that they vfe often to cutte downe woode, 
to carpe burdens, to leape auer ditches , to ſwymme in the 
Sea, oꝛ Ryners, to walke a good rounde pate, oz to runne 
yea, although they bee loden with the weyght of their ar⸗ 
moure#t other burthens:that daily labour in time of peace, 
mighte not ſeeme harde, o2 paynefull in tyme of warre, 

Therefoze,lyke as the whole legion is exerciſed, euen ſo the 
aydes oughte to bee exerciſed daplye. Fo2 lyke as a well 
tryaned and exerciſed ſouldtour deſires the battayle, even 
fo the vnexperte and ignoꝛaunt, dothe feare tbe ſame. Laſte 
ok all wee muſte knowe that in kyghte, vſe and experience, 
dothe auayle moꝛe then foxce . Fo2 if the teachynge to han⸗ 
dle weapons doe ceaſſe, and cunnyng in feates ot armes be 
not regarded, then a countrey clowue is as good as the belt

ther he be a poung ſouldiour oꝛ an olde, ought nat to ceaſſe, 
diſcontinewe o2 bee flacke in the exerciſe of chinalrie, who 
muſte ſight both fo his owne ſaffetie, and alſo fox the liber⸗ 
tie and ſafegarde ok his countrey: eſpecially ſeinge there is 
an olde and wyſe ſaying, t hat all ma ner of ſciences doe cons 
liſte in continuall ſtudie and exerciſe.

N armyalſo commonly vanquiſheth and conquereth

whiche no coate armooure no2 tergettes are able to abide. 
Foꝛ in euery century o2 hundꝛed, they vle to haue a ſtelde 
piece: the whiche a mule was appointed to dꝛawe. And the 
companies ot one pauilið, that is to ſap.xi.men, were aflige 
ned to addzeſſe, and ſet fozth the ſame · Foʒ the greater theſe

lets. And they not onlye defende the Campe, but alſo in the 
field they are planted behinde the battell ofthe complete are 
med men, The bzuntandviolence wherof,nepther þ hozſes 
men with coates offence,neither footemen with their ſhiel- 
des, are able to wichſtand. And there are wont to be in one 
Legion lv.fielde peeces: alſo tenne greater peeces called O- 
nagri, that is to ſape, in cuerye cohoxt one, andtheyare cars 
ryed in tilted cartes with two Oxen, that if by chaunce the 
ennempes came to aſſaulte the rampyꝛe and bulwarke, the 
tampe mighte be defended with arrowes and pellets. The 
Legion alſo doch carrye with it, boates made hollow ol one 
peece ol timber with very longe cozdes, and ſometimes alſo 
with yꝛon chaynes: and fozxaſmuch as they are ioyned togg- 
ther (as they ſayt) all ot one peete ot timber ani bozdes ioy⸗ 
ned together, and layde vppon them: by the helpe oftheſe, 
both the footemen and hozſemen fafelye paſſe ouer ryuers, 
which otherwiſe without bꝛidges they could not paſſe ouer. 
It hath alſo pꝛon clampes which they call Lupos, and yꝛon 
hookes faftened to great longe poles, Like wyſe it hath loz 
diſpatching the wozke about the ditches and trenches, mat⸗ 
tockes, ſpades, chouc ls, rakes, maundes, baſaets, chipaxes, 
ſawes, with the which Kakes and other ſtuffe are ſquared e 
fawen a ſunder. It hatb alſo artiſicers with all kinde ot yꝛon 
tooles, which fo the aſfault ot᷑ the Cittyes ofthe ennemyes 
mape make engines, which they call Teſtudines, aud Muſ⸗ 
culos, that is to ſape, engines ot᷑ warre to beate downe wal⸗ 
les, wherby theyart defended which do appꝛoch the walles 
ofa Cittyes beſieged. And Arietes, which were peeces of oꝛ⸗ 
dinance, made lyke a rammes head to beat downe 5 walles. 
And Vineas, which are an ozdinaunceof warre made of tim⸗ 
ber & hurdles, vnder the which men went ſurely to the wal⸗ 
les ofa towne beſieged. Alſo battell rammes # towers mo⸗ 
table. But leaſt in reherſing euery thing moꝛe be ſayd then 
neede: a legion oughteuery wher tocarye wich it all maner 
of thinges, which are thoughte neceſſarye in anye kinde of 
warre: that in what place ſoeuer it ſhall pitch the Campe, 
it map make an armedCittye, D. i.

he auncient Chꝛonicles do teltifye that the A- 
thenians, the Lacedemonians, and þ Macedo- 
20 x nians, haue bene chiefe Lozdg and mighty ru⸗ 
ers. But the Athenians haue not onlye taken 
d uugent trauayle in feates of warre, but haue 
== alomdtuers ſciences famouſeipe flouriſhed. 
eds fo: the Lacedemoniis they had their chie- 
[<= rcgardc,and applyedthemſclues moſt to 
warre.Foz they firit of al other, gathering the experiments of fight by 
the ſucceſle therof,are alfyzmed to haue waitten of warre ; in ſuch ſoꝛt d 
they bꝛought ich was thought to cdſiſt in mãhoode aq good foz- 
tune, into a foꝛme ot knowledge a cunning: & cõmaunded the maſters 
of Armes (which they cal Takrtkous) to teachtheir pouth the vie a di⸗ 
uerſitye of fightinge. Men wozthy of pꝛayſe # much to be marueled at, 
which would be cunninge in that ſcience, without the whiche,other ſci⸗ 
ences are altogether nothing. The Romaynes following thetr ozdini- 
tes both haue kepte in bie, and alſo ſette fozth in witinge , the rules of 
martial pollicye:} which being diſperſed abzoad in dtuers Juthozs # 
bookes,youhaue cõmaunded mee moſt victozious Emperour, as my 
meane knowledge in chalbe able bztefelye to abzidge: leaſt the 
multitude of thoſe rules ſhould bꝛing tediouſnes, 02 the ſmall potntes 
be deuoyde of due and full credence, But howe greatlye the know⸗ 
ledge of the Lacedemonians haue pꝛeuayled in battaile(to let the other 
paſſe)it is declared by the example of Xantippus : which toke Attilius 
Regulus, and gaue the auerthzow to the armye of p Romaynes, whiche 
befoze had beene conquerours againſt the Carthaginians. All whiche 
he did not by pꝛoweſſe and manhoode, but by the helpe of pollicye, and 
that triumphinglye, and at one onſet to the diſpatchinge of that whole 
battaile, and b2zinginge it to an ende. Hanniball when he prepared to 
come into Italpe, fought foꝛ ſome Lacedemonian to leade and guide $ 
Arme, br whole counſels (although inferiour in nomber @ ſtrength) 
he vtterlye deſtroyed ſo manye Conſulles,ſomightye and great Legi⸗ 
ons. He therefozethat deſpꝛeth peace, let himpzepare foz warre : he 
coueteth the victozye,ict him diligentlye trayne andenſtructe his ſoul- 
dtours : he that wyſheth fo: pꝛoſperous ſucceſle, let him fight with art 
and pollicye,not at all aduenture and by chaunce. No man dare pꝛo⸗ 
uoke 02 offende him, whomhee doth percexue to be the better oz ſupe⸗ 
xtour, if the matter come to blowes, 
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W hat maner or of what nomber 
an Armye ſhoulde be of.

Alſo the trouble and daunger in pꝛouidinge grayne, and the 
ſcarcitye thereof, which in anye maner of vyages is to be a⸗ 
uoyded, doth eftſones encumber the greater armyes . Foz 
wich howe greate ſtudye and diligence ſoeuer victualles be 
pꝛepated, yetthe moe that they be employed and diſtribu⸗ 
ted buto, the ſooner they do fayle. The very water alſo ſome⸗ 
times doth ſcantly ſuflice a greate multitude. fo be that 
armpe by chaunce ſhould be put to flighte, it muſt needes be 
chat ofa great nomber, a great meanye muſt be ſlaine: and 
that they which haue eſcaped being once tboꝛowly afrayde, 
will after warde feare to fight againe. But the auncient mẽ 
of warte which by experience had learned remedyes againſt 
incumberaũces, would not haue they armyes ſo huge in nẽ⸗ 
ber, as well trayned vp in the feates of warre. Therefozein 
ſmaller battaples, they thougbte one Legion with the ay; 
des iopned bnto it, that is to ſaye, tenne Thouſande foote⸗ 
men and two Thouſand hoꝛſemen, able to ſuffice : which ar⸗ 
mye the Pꝛetoꝛs beinge as meaner Captaynes, did vſe to 
leade fo2th when anye byage was in hande . If the power of 
the ennemyes were great, then the mighte ofthe Conſulles 
(as who ſaye a greater authoꝛitye) was ſent with xx. Thou⸗ 
ſande footemen, and foure Thouſand hoꝛſemen. If that an 
inlinite ndber ofcruell people had rebelled: then in ſo great 
and daungerous time o neede, two Captaines, namelp both 
the Conſulles were ſent with two armpyes, with ſuche com · 
maundemente, that they ſhoulde fozeſce that the common 
wealth ſhould take no damage no2 detriment; Finally whẽ 
as Romaynes almoſt al their time fought in diuers real ⸗ 
mes againſt diuers and ſondzye ennemyes, their ſouldiours 
were foz this cauſe the moꝛe ſufſiciente, becauſe they iudged 
it not ſo p2ofitable to haue great armpes, as well inſtructed 
and trayned in the knowledge of feates of armes: Yet p20- 
uided alwayes that there ſhould not be in the campe a grea;

them practiſe vatlye the runninge of the eld (as they terme 
it) and the dilligent beholding ofthe handlinge ofarmoure 
and weapons: They muſt be helde verye often to theſe exer⸗ 
tiles, andthat molt part of the dape, euen till they ſweate a⸗ 
gumie, to ſhootingeaud'to thiowinge ſtones, eyther witha 
Wingo: wich the haude / to weare armour chat chen maye 
un ddemſelues in it topterbeng a 
ſters 
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ſters as thoughe they ſhould fight withſwozves, nolo with 
the pdint, uowe with the edge to ſtribe one at another, 
Aiſs chey matt wich like viligeure be trayntd in running a 
leaping, chat they 23 dicches, ifthe a oꝛ a ri 
uer be nye to their tentes. n ſouldt⸗ 
durs ſhoulde e conſtrap e: mozeouer to cutte 
downe woode, to iourney 10 1. ok and ſhzubbye pla« 
tes, to ſquate timber, to ſcoure the trenche, to take and kepe 
ſome plate, and to endeuour themſelues wyth ſhieldes, vio- 
lentlye meeting one onother, that they be not beaten krom it 
by they owne companyes.' In ſuche wyſe che ſouldiours of 
the Romayncs beinge exertiled and trayned at hone, whe⸗ 
ther they be ol the Legions oz ol p apdes, ox of the hoꝛſemt;, 
whenthey ſhall come from diuers places to take a vopage, 
they muſt needes thꝛough an ambitious deſpze to trye their 
manhoode, rather wyſhe fox warre, then foꝛ peace . Nomã 
doth take anye thought faz ſevitious ſtyzring, which hath a⸗ 
nye conſidente in his cunninge and ſtrength . But the Cap- 
taine dught to be cyꝛcumſpecte, it there ſhalbe anye trouble⸗ 
ſome oꝛ ſeditious ſouldiours amonge all the Legions, oꝛ aye 
des, o troupes of hoꝛſemen, that he may know them by the 
Cribunes, deputyes ę pꝛincipall men, not fo the ili will ot᷑ 
the enfozmers, but fo the truth ol the matter: and theſame 
to be ſeperated from the Campe by ſume witty deuiſe, to vo 
and accompliſhe ſome thinge, whiche euen vnto themlelues 
mape ſeemeſuch,as in a maner they would withe foꝛ: oz els 
let them * foztifpe and keepe ſome holdes and Cittyes, 6 
ſuch a pꝛeetye ſubtiltye,that whereas in deede they be reiec» 
ted and diſpyled, they maye ſeeme to be choſen ol pur pole. 


nes with like agreement: but they are ſtyꝛred vp by a fewe, 
which hape they map with a nomber offende freely without 
punichment, foꝛ their vices and wickednes . Ik ſo be that ex⸗ 
treeme neteſlitye ſhall requyꝛe a remedye to be had therein. 
the beſt way is alter the maner ol our fozefathers to puniſbe 
onlye the Authoꝛs and beginners of ſuch kaultes, that feare 
may come to all, puniſhment to a fewe, „

Anye thingesoughte tobe well learned ape 
Me them that fight : foꝛ why, negligence ought not ta 

be pardoned,whereasthey fighte fo2 life and death. 
But amongeſtather thinges nothinge is moꝛe pzofitable to 
the victoꝛye, then to obeye the warninges ol the enſignes. 
Foz whenas in the hurlye burlye ol battaples.a great nom⸗ 
ber cannot be ruled with one boyce onelye, and when as ol 
verye neceſſitye manye thinges foꝛthwith muſt be commaſis 
ded and done; the auncient bie and experience of all nations 
bath inuented,how the whole armpe by the enſignes ſhould: 
knowe and fallam that, which the onlye Captayne iudgen 
to be pꝛoſitable aun tryedient. Cher are ther faxe as it is may 
nifeſt, thꝛe kindes of enſignes, one ſoꝛt bauinge voyte which 
are called Vocali, another partlye hauing voyce, and part 
lpe not, whiche they call Semiuocalia, the thirde.withoute: 
voyte, and they are called Muta :of þ-which theythat haut 
voyce, and they that partlye haue voyce, are percepued and 
knowen by the eare: but the dumme without voxte, are re⸗ 
ſerred tothe eyes. Vocalia, are ſayd ta be they, which are 
monounced with the vonce ofa man, ſothat in the watche 
02 in the battayle it is accompted foꝝ a tak: as f example: 
victozye,rewarde,vertue, God be with vs. The triumpbe 
of the Emperour &ſuche other, whatſoeuer they will geene 
which haue the greateſt authoꝛitye and power in the armye. 
Vet we muſt knowe that theſe mooꝛdes mul euerye day be 
altered: leaſt by ble the ennemyes maye knowe our token oz 
watchewoꝛde: and ſearchers 02 ſpyes map be amangeſt our 
men without daunger and puniſbment. Simmocaha be tal⸗ 
led which are genen by the trunpette, oꝛ the hoꝛnes, oꝛ the

, ich 


which is bowed totwarves it ſelfewith a'bzaſſencyzcle.The 
bone of the wilde bulle with ſiluer is beſt 
bearde,when it is moderates with arte, e the bꝛeathof him 
that bloweth it. Foz bytheſe with molt certayne e vndoub⸗ 
cepſonndes,thearmpe dorh knowe whether thepoughte to 
ſtape 2 gofoxwardezo2 certaintye to-retyze : whether they 
Gould followethechaleanpelonge wape, oꝛ ſounve the res 
traite. Mutafigna, be the Eagles, D2agons , banners, 
redde penoncelles, reddeſcarfes, feathers, creſtes of hel- 
mets. fo: whether ſotuer the leader ſhall commaund theſe 
to be carped,thyther ofneceſſitye mult al the ſouldiours go, 
following and waytinge vppon their 8wne tuſigne. There 
de alſo wumme ſignes, whiche the Captayne ofthe warre 
doth commaunde ta be obſerued: in the boꝛſes, in garmen⸗ 
tes, and alſo in the verye armoure:to the intent the ennemy 
mae be knowen from their owne companye .Pozeouerhe 
ſignifyeth ſome thinge with his hande, oz (after the cruell 
maner ot rude and ſtraunge people) with a whippe, oz els u 
mouing oꝛ ſtyꝛring his apparel which he hath on. All which 
thinges all theſouldiours ſhoulde acknowledge both to fol⸗ 
lowe and vnderſtande intheir places, in iourneys, in all mas 
ner exerciſe ofthe campe. Foz continuallvſeof that chingt 
i{zneceflarpe in time ot᷑ peace, whiche in the contuſion and 
trouble of þ battayleſhoulvbe kept. Alſothere is a dumme 
and common ſigne, as oftenas in che goingeof a multitude, 
che duſt ſtyꝛred vppe, ryſetb like cloudes,auddoth'bewzaye 
tbe tomminge ot the ennemye . Like wyſe if armpes be de⸗ 
uide d, the flame at lyꝛe in the night, and in the daye time the 
ſmoke, dach fignifp vnto their fellowes that, which by no o⸗ 
ther meanes cau be ſhewed. Sometimes they do hang out 
deames iu the Currxttes ol Cittyes, which otherwhtles be⸗ 
ing rayſed vppranmarhcrwhyles ar _—

«Hey which with great diligenre haue learnen the fear 
Itesokwarre, doaffyzme: that mo perilles are monte 
to happen in iourneyes, then in p very battell it ſelfe; 
Foz in ioyninge together of the battayle, all the ſouldiours 
be armed and ſee the ennempe in the face , and comes wyth 
courage to ſight againſt hum. But in the iaurneya ſouldiour 
is leſſe armed and le ſſe headfull, and he is ſadenlye troubled 
wich the fozce and deteite of the patupe inuaſton of che eune ; 
mye. Therefoꝛʒe the Captayne ought with all diligence, and 
with al careto foꝛeſee leaſt in going he ſuſſer inuaſton ol his 
ennempe: and that, alchoughe not ealelye, vet withoute da⸗ 
mage o loſſe, he reſi and repell the ſame. Firſt-of all he 
oucht to haue perfectlye let foxth the pallages ol allthe tot 
tryes inthe which the warre is: ſothat dee maye learne the 
diſtances of plates, not onlye by the length thereol, but alſo 
the kaſhion oꝛ qualitnes ot the wayes. : that hee conſider the 
ſhoztnes of wayes, the turninges, the mauntayntesʒ the ry: 
uers beinge faithkullye deſcribed vnto him. In ſomuch that 
the wittyer Captaynes are affyzmed to haue had the tours 
yeying. deſcriptions ofcofttryes,m which theymuſt needes 
baue ta do, not onlye dyligentlye noted; but alſo painted be⸗ 
foze their eyes: that they migbt point out the wayr ta them 
that ſbould ga, not onlye mith the aduiſement ot the minde, 
nut allo with the ſight of the eres. Furthermoꝛe he ſhauldr 
dyligent ine enquyꝛe cuerye thinge ſeuerallye ar the wyſer 
men, and ſuch as be of reputation and ſ kilfull oft de places, 
and ſa gather the truth ot a meanye Moꝛrouer whenthere 
is daunger in eboſing the wayes, he ſhnulde take meete gui⸗ 
des and cunninge, and deliuer theſame toithe ſale keepinge 
uf others; with a ſure pꝛompſe eyther ofpuniſhmentozofre- 
mar de, if they ſerue trulye. Fo thoſe guides ſhalbepꝛoſita- 
die when they ſhall vnderſtande ther in na wyſe they can el 
cape 02 runne awape, and that foztheinfanthfulnes g᷑ truth 
rewardes be pꝛepared, and fo2 their vntruth and falſe dea⸗

Sometime ignoꝛance and bolde rudenes doth pꝛomiſe mas 
nye thinges, and beleueth that he knoweth þ which hee doth 
not know. But the chiekeſt point ok this warenes and heede 
taking is: that it be kepte cloſe vnto what places & by what 


wayes the armye ſhould paſſe fozth.Fo2 it is thought 5ᷣ in al 
'byages the thinge which muſte be done, ſhoulde be not kno · 
wen. Fo? this cauſe the olde men of warre haue had in their 
Legions the badge oz ſigne of Minotaurus, that as he was 
ſapd to be hidde in the innermoſt and moſt ſecrete place of þ 
maze 02 intricate place called L: byrinthus: euen ſo the in⸗ 
tent ofthe Captayne Hould be kept ſecrete and hidde. That 
iourneye is taken in hand without feare, which the ennemye 
doth not ſo much as once ſuſpect: but becauſe ſpyes ſent out 
on the other parte, do eyther ſee oꝛ ſuſpecte which waye the 
armye goeth, and manye times there wanteth not runnaga⸗ 
tes and traytours: it muſt be declared howe theſe beinge at 
hande, may be pꝛeuented and reſiſted. The Captapne rea⸗ 
dye to marche koꝛth with his armye,mult ſende moſt truſtye 
and fine witted men with the beſt tryed hoꝛſes: which maye 
ſearche the places thzoughe which they mult take their ioꝛ⸗ 
neye, befo2c and behinde, on the righte hand and left hande, 
leaſt the ennempes go about ta ſet an ambuſhmente, and lye 
in waite to deceiue them. But þ ſearchers oꝛ ſpyes do wozke 
moꝛe ſatelne by night then by daye. Foz he, after a certaine 
maner is a traytour to himſelfe, whoſe ſpye oꝛ ſcoutewatch 
mape be taken o his ennempes. Therefoze let the hoꝛſemẽ 
go firſt: after them the footemen, carriages, Archers, pas 
ges, and in the middeſt the waggons mut be placed: ſo that 
part ofche light armed footemen, and light harneſſed hozſe- 
men do followe. Foꝛ ſeldome as they do marche on, they are 
inuaded befoꝛe, but mote often behinde, Alſo on the ſyde s ỹ 
carriages ought to be garded with a good compa ny of ſoul? 
diours, Fo they that lye in waite, oftentimes with a cdtras 
rye courſe ruſhe into ſome other place of the armye, then 
where they are ſuſpected. This alſo is ſpecially to be obſer» 
ued, that 5ᷣ part, to the which the ennempe is lykeſt to come, 


map be foztifped wich the molt choile hoꝛſemen, with —

armed men, and alſo with archers on foote ſet purpoſelyto 
withſtand them. Jfſo be that the ennempes do aſlayle on e⸗ 
uerye ſyde, then euerye lyde mult be defended, But leaſt ſo⸗ 
daine trouble ſhould excedingly hurte them, the ſouldiours 
are to be warned akozehande , that they be ready with mind 
and courage, and that they haue they2 weapons in thep2 has 
des. Foz ſodaine chaunces which amaſe men moſt wht they 
are put tothey2 pintche, are nothing fearefull,ifthep be pꝛo⸗ 
uided fo2 afozehande, The olde men of warre did maſt dilli⸗ 
gentlye take heede leaſt the ſouldiours in theyꝛ fight ſhould 
be troubled by the pages ſometime beinge burt, iometimes 
being in feare, and leaſt archers thꝛoughe they crye ſhould 
be made afrayde : leaſte that eyther beinge ſcattered karre 
a ſunder,o2 gathered togethered on heapes, they might let 
their owne partye moze then pꝛoſite them, e by reaſon ther⸗ 
of further the ennempes. And therefoze euen as the ſouldi⸗ 
aurs marche fozth,ſo they alſo leade the carryages well ap»: 
pointed bnder certaine enſignes. Finallye they did choiſe of 
the verye pages ( which they cal headpeece bearers) ſuch as 
were lit and cunninge by experience: whom they make as it 
were Captaynes, ouer two hundzed fletchers # other pong 
kellowes, and not aboue. Unto theſe they gaue banners oꝛ 
flagges, þ they might know to which enſignes they oughte 
to gather their carr pages together. But che lightinge men 
are deuided from the carriages a pꝛeatye ſpace, leaſt beinge 
th2ult thicke together while the armpe is in marchinge foꝛ⸗ 
warde, tbey map be hurt in fight. As the places do differ, ſo 
the maner ol defence ſhould be altered. Fa; in þ open ſteldes 
bozſeme vſe to aſlault the armye, rather then footemẽ. But 
in places full of woods, billes, oꝛ fennes , footemt are moze 
to be dꝛeade. This alſomuſte be auoyded, leaſt ᷣ while one 
ſoʒt make to much haſt another ſoꝛt thꝛougb negligence go; 
ing to ſlowlye, armpe be bꝛoken a ſunder in the middeſt. oꝛ 
els peraduenture be made thinne. Foz p ennempes alwapes 
make their inuaſion there, where the armye is lender. 
Therefoze the moſt expert Captapnes ofthe field; tbe depu⸗ 
tyes 02the Tribunes muſt be ſet befoze , whiche ** 
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them that go tofaſte,and conſtrayne them to make haſt that 
go to ſlowlye: fo: they that go a greate waye be foꝛe, if a ſo⸗ 
daine inuaſiũ come, do not ſo much couet to retyꝛe, as to flie. 
But they that be laſt, being left behinde of their owne com⸗ 
panye, what with the violence of the ennempes and theyz 
owne diſpayzing,are ſtraight waye ouertome. We muſt al- 
ſo know, that the ennempes do pꝛiuilye lape ambuſhmentes 
in ſuch places as they perceyue meete foz them: oꝛels do al⸗ 
ſayle them with open battaile , But leaſt anye pꝛiuye places 
map do hurte, that the dilligence ofthe Captayne pzouideth 
foꝛ, whole dutye it is to ſearche euery thing befoze hand. Als 
ſothe ambuſhe beinge perceyued , if it be compaſledaboure 
pollitikelye, it doth ſuffer moze perill and daunger, then it 
went about to do. But tf an open power be pꝛepared in the 
mountaines,the higher places muff be taken vp with aydes 
ſent bekoze: to the entent that when p ennempes ſhal come, 
he maye be on the lower grounde, and then he dare not ads 
uenture to withſtande, when he ſeeth armed men as wel be⸗ 
foze him, as aboue his head. It ſo be that the wayes be nare« 
rowe, and not late enoughe, yet it is better that ſouldiours 
go befoze, with hatchets and axes, and with labour to make 
the wayes open and plaine, then in neuer ſo good a waye to 
ſuffer perill and daunger. Poꝛzeouer we ought to know the 
vluall trade sf oure ennempes, whether bynighte,o2 in the 
dawning ofthe dape, oz in the time of repaſte, their tuſtome 
is to allayle theyꝛ wearyedennempes: and to eſchewe that, 
which after their accuſtomed trade we thincke they will do. 
Furthermoze it behoueth vs to knowe, whether they canne 
do moꝛe with footemen, oꝛ hoꝛſemẽ: whether with ſungers, 
pykemen, 02 archers: whether they excell vs in nomber of 
men, oz munition & fence ot armour and weapons :⁊ę then we 
ought to oꝛder that thing well, ᷣ we know p2ofitable to our 
ſelues, æ contraryto them. Te ougbt alſo to eonſider & de⸗ 
liberate, whether it be better to begin our tourney by day oz 
by night: what g how great diſtaunces be of the places top 
which we couet to make haſt: leaſt in Sommer þ ſcarcity of 
water hinder vs in tozneping; in winter „ N 
uc 
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firch as men cãnot paſſe, oꝛ great waters: and by ſuch meas 
nes þ iourneye being letted, aur hoaſt may be cũpaſſed oxen ; 
trapped befoze it can come to the place appointed. As it is 
our commoditye at all times to auoyde theſe thinges: ſo it p 
ignoꝛance oz negligence of p ennempes ſhal geue vs octaſid, 
it oughte not tobe let paſſe: but we ought inſtãtly to allure 
the traytozs ſpyes, to the intent that we may knowe what 
our ennempye both pꝛeſently and after warde doth purpoſe ta 
do: and with hozſemen in readines, oꝛ light armed footem?,, 
pꝛepared foꝛ the purpoſe to beguile them, and ſo to caſt them 
into a ſodaine feare, as theꝝ be ranginge abꝛode ſeekinge to; 
fozage and victuals.

N the pallinge ouer ok ryuers Hey that are not berye 

cy2cumlpecte,are oftentimes excedinglye moleſted, Fox 

if any water be rough and boyſterous, o2 the chanell ve⸗ 
vpe bzoade, it manye times dꝛownech the carriages and the 
boyes-and nowe and then ſlouchfull and lyther ſouldiours. 
Therefoze after the fooꝛde be ſerched, two troupes of good 
hoꝛſemen vpon choſen.hozſes are appointed, beinge ſeperate: 
- aſunder areafonableſpace,that the footemt᷑ and carryages 
mape paſle ouer thꝛough the middeſt: loꝛ the foꝛmer troupe: 
doth bzeake the violence of the waters, and the latter doth: 
gather and put ouer ſuch as be caughte and were bnder the 
water, But when the floude is deeper, ſopneyther footemã 
noz yet hoꝛſeman can paſſe it: if it do runne thzough plaine 
places, it is beſt to denide ̊ ryuer into many partes th vits 
ches, thus being parted, v paſſage ouer wil be eaſye. But 
ryuers ate made eaſpe to paſſe ouer wyth boates, oꝛ with 
ſpeareſtaues rammed faſt into the earth plautcherslaycd: 
ouer them, oꝛ els with muche labour to gather together as 
many emptye veſſels as can be, and to lape boards ouer thẽ 
But the experte hoꝛſemen vle to make bundells of dꝛpe ree⸗ 
des 02 flagges, vppon the whiche they do put theyz armoure 
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and weapons, leaſt they ſhoulde ſpnke . They tem ſelues, 
— their hoꝛſes dyd ſwymme after their bundels and ſo 
alle the ryuer. But experience hathe founde out this to be 
- mo2e commodious wape, that the hoſte doe carie with it 
in cartescertapne boates, whiche they call Monoxilos,that 
is to ſay boates ſomewhat bꝛoade, made hollowe , all ot one 
beame, very light accoꝛding to 5 kinde & fines of the woode, 
bauing boardes lykewyſe and Iron nayles in a readines foz 
that purpoſe. And thus a bzidge being made without delay, 
and bounde ſkrongly with roopes ( whiche fo2 the lame pur⸗ 
pole multe be pꝛepared, wylbe as ſtronge foꝛ the tyme as if 
it were a bꝛydge of tone. But the enemies are nowe alrea⸗ 
dye vppon the bankes, and their vſe is to lye in wayte, and to 
come vppon them that paſſe otter of a ſodayne . Againſt the 
whiche extremitie 02 neede, companies well armed, are ſet 
inthe banke on eitheir ſpde , leaſt they being deuided by the 
chanell thatrunneth betwene them, ſhould be oppꝛeſt of the 
enemies. But the ſureſt waye is, to faſfen ſtakes befoze on 
both ſydes, that if any aſſaulte be made they maye luſtaynt 
it without harme. Ik ſo bee that the bꝛydge bee neceſlarpe, 
not one ly foz paſſinge ouer, but alſo foz comminge backe a⸗ 
gaine, and pꝛouiſion of victualles: then at either ende it 
ſhoulde haue ſouldiours to defende it, and bꝛoade ditches 
ſhould bee cut out of it with a rampire made by it, and the 
ſouldiours ſhould keepe and defende the bꝛydge as longe as 
they dan haue any eam allaires in thole places. 


C Ikter what maner a campe ſhould be placed, 
Chapiter, vii}, 


Ouyhaving deſcribed the maner how an armie ſhould 
be o2d2ed in the iourney, it ſeemeth good next to come 
bnto the ozderiuge of the tentes, wherein wee muſte 
temapne. Foz in wy of warre, a fortified — walled citie is 

not 
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not alwayes ready iu the wape to abyde at, and it ig an vn⸗ 
wyle poincte aud very daungerous, that they ſhoulde ſtaye 
82 abyde tuery where without any munition oz foꝛte: when 
as the ſouldiours being buſied to take their meate, 02 ſcat⸗ 
tered abzoade to doe auye thinge pertayning to their charge: 
it is an eaſie matter to fynde out wyles to entrappe them 
o2 euer they bee aware. Finallp, the darkenes ofnyghte, the 
neceſſitie ol ſleape, the ſcatteringe of the hozſes when they 
feede, doe miniſter occaſion to ſodayne inuaſions. In pit⸗ 
ching a campe, it is not inough to choſe a good place: except 
it be ſuche one that an other better then it can not be founde, 
leaſt wee, fozſakyng the better place, c our enemies takyng 
it to their vſe,wee may chaunce to ſmarte foz it. Wee muſte 
alſo take heede in Sommer, lcalt either coꝛrupte water be 
nyghe the armie, oꝛ holſome water be farre of: In Mynter 
leaſt wee lacke ſfoze of fozage,o2 plentie of woode nowe and 
then: leaſte the fielve wherein wee muſte abydenowe and 
then bee ouerflowed with ſodayne ſfozmes, leaſte it bee pit⸗ 
ched in ſteepe downe and roughe places, and ſuche as if the 
enemies ſhoulde beſiege vs, wee myghte hardelyget fozths 
leaſte it bee within the reache of oure ennemies arrowes, 
when they caſte them from hygbe places ouer oure heades, 
The whiche thinges being fozeſeene warely and dilygently 
as they ought to be, thou ſhalt make the campe, either foure 
ſquare, 02 rounde, o2 th2ee coznered, oz els longewapes, ac⸗ 
coding tothe neceſſitie ofthe place. Foʒ the faſhion oz fozme 
is not pꝛeiudiciall to any commoditie. Neuertheleſſe,thoſe 
campes are thought fayꝛeſt, whiche are longer by the thirde 
parte, then they are bꝛoade. But they that vewe and ſuruap 
the fielde, ought ſo to meaſure euery foote thereof, that the 
armie mape bee compacted accoꝛdinge to the numbꝛe of the 
ſame . Foꝛit the campe be narrowe, they in the fozefronte 
bemme it in to ſtraightly. And ik it be to bꝛoade, they ſcatter 
farther then they ſhould doe. There be thzee wayes where⸗ 
by they ſaye a campe map be foztified , The ſirſt they ſaye, is 
ſomewhat ſleight, ſeruing them one night onely whyle they 
are in their iournep, chat is to digge vp turues and to laye 


them 
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them inozder rounde about che campe vppon heapes , and 
aboue them in good ozder to make a pale. I meaneto ſetts 
ſtakes there, oꝛ bzters and bꝛembles. A turfe it cut of earth, 
that conteineth both the graſſe, the rootes & the earth alſo, 
and iscut out of the ground with an Iron ſpade oz ſuch like, 
it is made halte a foote deepe, a foote bꝛoade, a foote and a 
balfe long. it be ſo that the grounde be ſoſandy that after 
the faſhionof a bꝛicke, a turfe can not be cut vp, then eue ryt 
man muſt ſet to his helping hand to the making of a'ditche, 
whiche mult be fine footebzoade and thꝛee foote deepe, in the 
inner lide whereof a rãpire muſt be raiſed:ſo that the armie 
may take their reſt without feare. But if the campe remaine 
in one place, then whether it be ſommer, oz winter, if ſo be p 
enemie be at hande, it muſt with greater care and labour be 
loꝛtiſied:toʒ euer hundzed haue their ſtations appointed out 
by the captaines and generals ofthe ſteld, whiche they take 
and kepe the vnto;and laying of their ſhield & fardels about 
their owne enſignes,theygirde their lwoꝛdes vnto them, x 
caſte a trenche about the armie of. ix.foote, oꝛ.xi.oꝛ.xiii.ſvote 
bzoade,ozels if theyfeare a greater power of enemies, xvii. 
foote bꝛoade, (fo2it isacuſtomealwayes to obſerue an odde 
numbꝛe) then they raiſevpa rampire and hedge it about, oꝛ 
els dꝛiue ſtakes inta it, bowes ot trees, leaſt pearth-ſhould: 
llide a way: vpon the whiche rapire they make battilmentes 
and foztreſſes, euen as they doe vpon a ſtone wall. The cape 
taines da meaſure out this wozke with poles oz perchies. x. 
foote long, leaſt any man ſhould digge leſſe then he ought, o: 
els thzough his fellowes negligence ſhoulde digge out of 
fquare.The tribunes alſo ouerſe this wozke,neither do they 
departe if they be good # diligtᷓt in their office, befoze that al 
be finiſhed. Now leaſt there ſhould be any ſodaine invaſts on: 
thẽ that labour, all the hoꝛſemen @partofþ footemẽ whiche 
doth not woꝛke by reaſon ot pꝛerogatiue ot᷑ dignitie, do ſtand: 
armed in readines befoze the trenche , that they maye with⸗ 
ſtande the enemies inuading thẽ. Cher toe, within þ campe þ 
ſcãderds are firſt ſet in their places:becauſe there is nothing 
moge to be had in reuert᷑ce ot᷑ ʒ ſuuldiours, thẽ h maieſlie of þ 
ame. The pauilion called Prætoriũ, is prepared fox þ chicke: 
E ii. captaine 
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captaine and his companie Other tentes are pitched fo2 
the tribunes,vnto whome water, woode, kozage, are mis 
nilkred by certayne companies alligned to thoſe charges. 
Then accoꝛdinge to their degree, are places appointed in 
the campe fozthe legions, aides, hoꝛſemen, and footemen, | 
wherein they may pitche their pauilios: and there be choſen 
ofeuerp hundzed fourebozſemen and foure footemen, which 
doe keape the watches by nighte + And foꝛ as muche as it 
ſemedvnpoſſible,o2 a very harde thing, inthe watche tower 
fozeuery one to continewe watching all the whole nightet 
therefoze the watches are deuided by an howze glaſſe into 
foure partes, that it ſhoulde bee neede foz noone to watche 
moꝛe then thꝛee howꝛes in the night. The watches are bes 
gonne by a trompetter, and after the howꝛes be ended, they 
are called awaye agayne by a blower ofa hozne. But fox all 
this, the tribunes doe chooſe and pyke out fitte and tried 
men, whiche mape goe aboute the watches, and ſhewe ik a⸗ 
nye faulte mape appeare, whome they call Circuitores, 
that is to ſay ſearchers ofthe watche. Rowe are theſe made 
a cer tayne degree in the warres, and are called Circitores, 
that is to ſave, officers going aboute to ſee good rule in the 
nyghte. Yet we muſte knowe that the hozſemen ought to 
watche without the trenche and bulwarke. But euerp daye 
tyme, atter the campe bee pitchte, they doe vſe to take ozder 
fo2 warding and poſthoꝛſes, ſome in the mozninge, ſome afs 
ter noone, foꝛ weareing of che men and hoꝛſes. Among the 
thieke and ſpeciall pointes, it behoueth the captayne, whe⸗ 
ther hee remayne in the campe oz in a citie, to pꝛouide that 
feeding foz the cattell, conue ping ot grayne g other kindes, 
the cariage of water, woode , and fozage bee made aſſurey 
any without daunger,from the inuaſton of their ennemies. 
Ulhiche thynge otberwyle can not come to palle, excepte in 
meete and conuenient places, by whiche the pzoutſion of 
oture victualles muſte paſſe , there bee ſette and diſpoſed 
places of refuge and ſuccoure : whether they bee cities oz 
defenced caſtels If ſo bee that any oulde munition bee 
not kounde, there muſte haſtelye bee made ſure foztrefles 
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coinpalled about with greatditches. Foz the woꝛde foꝛtreſ⸗ 
ſes, is ſo named being deryued ot this woozde foꝛte: as who 
ſape, a litle foꝛte o2 caſtle, within the whiche a certayne nũ⸗ 
ber of hozlemen and footemen continuing, hauing charge 
to watche and attende fo2 the ſatue , doe conducte and make 
fafe the waye,fo2 the conuepaunce of victualles, Fo2 the ene» 
my dare ſcarcelyadufture to come to thoſe places, in which 
be knoweth his aducrſaries to abide both befoze & behinde. 


CE What maner, and howe great thinges ſhould be con⸗ 
lidered, to vnderſtande whether we ought to fight 
with ſkirnuſhing, and lying in wapte, 02 
with open battayle. Chap. x. 


bꝛiefly gathered out ofthe moſte experte and tried au⸗ 
| thours, he coueteth quickely to heare the lawe, oꝛ mas 
ner of a ſtelde foughten , and the pꝛeceptes 02 rules of fighs 
ting. But an open 02 a ſet battaple, is ſoone determined by 
the triall ot twa oꝛ thꝛee houres ſpace: after that all hope of 
the ſpde which is ouercome, doth once beginne to kal q decay. 


that it come to the vttermoſte + laſte bzeaking of. Foz good 
captaines dos not aſſaye the ſielde with open battaile, where 


enſueth common daunger to al, but alwayes cloſely and pzi- 


uilp, that by that meanes they might de ſtroye, oꝛ at the leaſt 
ter riſie their enemies, their owne ſouldiours being yet freſh 


and luſtie , Concerning whiche parte, I wyll declare ſuche 
thinges as are very neteſſary, whiche J baue gathered out 


of olde wzyters . The chiefe art and commoditie of the caps 
taine, is oftentimes to debate entreate ot his omne power, 
and alſo if his enemies power, taking vnto him thzoughouc 
all his armie experte and cunn inge men of warre, and alſo 
wyſe and diſcrete men, that (all flatterie ſet a part) which is 


very hurtekull, hee mape knowe whether hee oz his enemies 


baue the greater number of lighting men: whether his men 
82 þ enemies be better armed, & furniſhed with artillerie, 


whiche are molte exerciſed, and which in greateſt daungers 
8 E ili. are moſtg: 


Uhoſoeuer will voucheſafe to reade theſe bꝛidgemẽts 


Therefoze althinges ſhould be thought on & aſſaied befoze,. 
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art moze valiaunt. Pemuſtalſo enquire whether part hate 
hetter horſemen, and whether better footemF., De mult alſo 
knowe that the ſtrengtheof the armie doch chiefly conſiſte in 
the footemen:andamong the hoꝛſemen hee mull ſce whiche 
were belle with the launce, and whiche with the bowe, who 
haue the beſt armoure, the be hoꝛſes:laſt ot al, whether the 
places in whiche they muſt fighte, be moze commodious fo2 
the enemies then fo; them ſelues. Fo2 ifwe delice in an hoſte 
of boꝛſemen, we muſt deſire the playne ſieldes: if in an hoſte 
offootemen,we muſt choſe fuche places, as be narrowe and 
ſtreigbt, enuironed aud topped with ditches, mariſſes, and 
fennes:02 w trees, & ſometime hillie places: fo2 the whiche 
armie, ſtoꝛe ofvictuall muſt be had, rather to muche then to 
little. For hunger ſas men ſap) dothe pinche inwardly, and 
oftentimes doth onercomme without dinte of [wooꝛde. But 
chiefly he muſt conſulte and deliberate, whether it bee moze 
pꝛoſitable to pꝛolong the vrgent nece ſlitie of battaile, oz to 
fight it out ol hande. Foz ſometime the aduerſariedoth hope 
that the voiage may ſoone be ended: and if it may be delayed 
any lõget either the armie is famithed fot lacke of victuals, 
o2is called away to their owne, though the loue and deſire 
that they haue thereof:02 els hauing done nothing woꝛthy ol 
pꝛayſe, is compelled to departe though diſpaire Then mas 
ny diſconraged with paines and wear ines doe fozſake him: 
ſome betrave him, and fome pelde them ſelues to their ene⸗ 
mies. Fo; in aduerſitie faithfulnes is rare, and he that came 
welthie, nowe beginnes to be bare and neady. It is pzofitas 
ble alſoto knowe what maner ol man the aduerſaryis, what 
bis companions are and leaders, whether they be raſhe and 
haſtie, oꝛ ware and circumſpect, whether they bee hardy oz 
feareful:cunning in the feates of warre, oꝛ fuch as are wõte 
to light at all aduenture: what valiaunt people haue foughte 
with them, what cowardly and fearekull: of what truſtines 
our aydes be, and of what foꝛce: what courage his axmie is 
ok, and what alſo our haſte hath: and whiche parte doch moꝛe 
hope fo2 the victozie, fo2 by ſuche cogitations W is 
eicher 
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either encreaſed oz diminiſhed. By the encouraging of tle 
captaine,euen thoſe whiche deſpaire are muche boldened, 
if hee bee not feareful,thep waxe couragious, ił he hath done 
any daltaunt acte, either by laying wapte , oz by other occa« 
ſion offered:if thinges goe not well, but fall outvnluckelye 
withtheirenemies:f he can vanquiſhe any of his enemies, 
either ſuche as bee weaker, o2not ſo well armed. But pou 
mult take diligent hede that you bꝛing not foozth the armie 
to fight at any tyme,if it be doubttull oz fearefull. Jtts very 
neceſſary to knowe whether you haue newe ſouldiours o2 
olde. Whether they haue bene ſome little time in warres, oꝛ 
haue continued a good whyle in peace and quietnes:.fo2 they 
are to bee eſteamed as younge ſouldiours u hiche haue not 
ſought a long ſeafon. But when the legions, aines 02 hozſt= 
men doe come from ſundꝛie places to vs, a noble and wozthy 
taptaine oughte to exerciſe every company ſcuerally in all 
kinde of weapds and artillerie by the tribunes oz mariſhals 
thereto appointed, whoſe diligence hee hathe tried befoze x 
and after warde fhall exerciſe them gathered together into 
one place, as thougb they ſhould fighte in open battaile. Her 
bim ſelfe all often trie and pꝛoue what cunning they haue, 
what fo2ce,howe they agree together, whether they can be 
readie at the ſound oz blowing ok the trumpettes, at the ſhe⸗ 
wing of the enſignes, yea, x at euery becke and commaunde ; 
ment. If they doe amiſſe in any poinct, they muſt be exerciſed 


and enſtructed, vntil they be cunning and experte. Although. 


they maye bee fully euſtructed in runninge in the ſielde, and 
other exerciſe:in ſhootinge, in thzowyng dartes, in ſettinge 
the armyt in oꝛdꝛe: yet they muſte not raſhely bee bzoughte 
to the open o2 ſette battaple vppon enerye lyght occaſion, 
but they muſte fyxfte bee entered and acquainted with litle 
encotinters. Therefoze the paynefull, diſcrete and wyſe 
Captayne, doothe iudge of his owne, and alſo of his ad⸗ 
uerſaries power,euenas hee and his councell ſhoulde iudge 
al a ciuile matter betwene partie and partie. If he befounde

mote able and better furniſhed in many thinges, let him not 
differ the conuenient and fitte occaſton of fighting. But it he 
perceiue his enemie to bee the better, let hym auoyde the opt 
and ſette battayle, Fo2 a fewer innumbꝛe, and weaker in 
ſtrengthe, oftcntymes vnder good captaines haue obtained 
the victozy by ſodapne inuaſions, and lying pꝛiuelp in wapte. 


C What muſt be done if any captayne haue an army 
out of vie of lighting. oz an armie of vounge 
ſouldiours, Chapiter. x. 


Ll artes and ſciences, and all our dayly wozkes doe 
pꝛoceede and encreaſe by continuall vſe and exerciſe, 
which ik it be true in ſmal thinges, howe muche moze 
ought it to bee obſerued in the greateſt affaires. And who 
doth doubte that the knowledge and (kpll of warre, is moꝛe 
mightie then all other thinges : by the whiche libertie is 
mainteined, and the dignitie of a pzince enlarged , and the 
Empire mainteined and pzeſerued, The Lacedemonians, in 
tymes paſt (all other kpndes of learning ſec a ſide) did iudge 
this onely to be obſerued, and after that the Romaines lyke⸗ 
wyſe. And euen at this tyme, the barbarous and ſtraunge 
nations, doe alſothinke chat this one ly ought to be obſerued 
and kepte. And they haue ſuche confivence herein, that they 
thynke all other thinges doe conſiſte in this : oz that they 
may obtapne all thinges thꝛougbe this. This vnto them 
that muſte fight,is very neceſſary, by whiche they may ſaue 
their lyke and obtaine the victozie.Therefoze a captaine vn⸗ 
to whome the wozthie honoures of ſo great power and aus 
thozitie are geuen: to whoſe faithfulnes and pꝛowes, the 
goodes of the poſſeſlours, the defence of cities, the ſafetie of 
the ſouldiours, che honour of the common wealthe is com. 
mitted:ought to be carekull, not onely fo2 the whole armie, 
but alſo fo2 euery particuler cõpanie ofthe ſame. Fo2 what- 
ſoeuer doth happen in the warre other wyſe then well, the 
faulte is his, but the iniurie and hurte is common. There: 
fore if he guide an armie of pounge ſouldiours , 02 mw as 
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baue bene long out ofvſe in chiualry, heought diligently to 
trie and ſearche the ſtrengthe, courage and experience of e⸗ 
uery bande ok the legion, and alſo of euery company of the 
hoꝛſemen. Let bim alſo knowe (if it bee poſſible) by name, 
who is captaine vnder him, who is tribune, whiche bee his 
bouſyolde ſeruauntes, whiche be cõmon ſouldiours in euery 
bande, and howe muche he can doe in the warre:and let him 
get great authozitie by ſharpenes and ſeueritie: let him pu⸗ 
niſhe all the ſouldiours faultes by the lawes, let him not bee 
thought to winke at any that offenveth, let him vnderſtande 
and knowe the pꝛoole and triall of all in ſundzte places vpon 
diuers occaſions. Theſe thinges (as it behoueth) being thus 
oꝛdꝛed and looked to, when the enemies doe wander abꝛoade 
careleſſe, diſperſed here and there fo2 booties, then let him 
ſende expert and tried hozfemenzo2 cls footemen with the 
vounge and meaner ſouldtours,to the entent that if,by occa⸗ 
ſion the enemies bee koiled, they might bee made mozecun- 
ning, and the other moze bolde and hardie. Let him place 
certayne companies very pꝛiuely to came ſodainly on the e⸗ 
nemies at the paſſing ouer of Riuers , at the ſtiepe o2 fall of 
mountaynes, at the narrowe ſtraightes of woodes, at the 
daungerous pallages of fennes and other wayes, And let 
him oꝛder his owne tourney ſo, that beinge readye and well 
furnyſhed,he may ſet vpon them, either when they are ea⸗ 
ting oz fleaping,o2 being idle, careles, vnarmed, vnſhodde, 
their hozles being ſcattered abzoade,ſuſpectingnothing;bes 
cauſe in ſuche ſkirmiſhes his ſouldiours may bee boldened 
andencouraged . Fo2 they whiche befoze of a longe tyme oz 
neuer in their life haue ſeene men wounded oꝛ llayne: at the 
firſt ſigyt are ſo afrayde, that they quake and tremble: and 


offighting, Further moꝛe, it the enemies doe range abzoave 
to make inuaſions, let him ſet vpõ them atter they be wearp 
with their longe biage: and let him innade the hindermoſte, 
euen at bnwares. Let him alſo ſodainly pzenft with choſen 
me, ſuch as either foz fozage , 02 foʒ a bootie do tarie a great 
wape from their companie , Fo} theſe thinges muſk be tried 
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being amaſed thꝛought feare, haue moze mynde of flying the 
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firfte, whiche if they haue ill ſucceſſe ,it doth ſmall harme: 
if they pzoſper well, it doth muche auaple. It is the pointe 
of a good captayne to miniſter andbzeede cauſes of diſcozve 
amongeſt the ennemies. Foz no nation though it bee very 
little, can quickely be deſtroyed ofthe enemies, except it bee 
conſumed with pꝛiuate diſſenſions and hatred within it ſelf, 
Foz ciuile diſcozde and hatred is to haſtie and raſhe in ſee⸗ 
king the deſtruction ofthe enemies, and ta careles and vn- 
beedy ok fozeſeing of their ownedefence and ſafetie And in 
this enterpyyſe,this one thinge multe bee fzecolve, that no 
man ſhoulde diſpayze of the perfourminge of thoſe thinges. 
whiche haue bene done befoze. But ſome man may ſape that 
no man in many peares ſpace doth enuironne an army which 
is pitchen, in a plate compaſſed about with a ditche, a ram⸗ 
pire oztrenche « J aunſweare hym thus, that if this herde 
were taken the ſodaine inuaſton of enemies, neither by night 
n02 dape, caulde doe any hurte at al. Che Perſians following 
the example ofthe Romaines, doe pitche their campes wich 
diches d2zawen about: and fo2 as mnche as all places in a 
manner be ſandie,they fill ſackes, whiche they taried empty 
with earth very dultie and dzie (which in thoſe places is dig» 
ed and with an heape ol them they dot make a rampire. Al 
the barbarous people hauing their cartes ioyned together 
in a rounde compaſſe, after the manner ofa rampire, do palle 
ouer the nightes quietly, and out ot daunger ot them that do 
muade them. And doe we feare that we can nat learne thoſe 
thinges whiche others haue learned of vs: Theſe thinges 
mull be learned by experience, and alſo by reading of ſuche 
thinges as befoze tyme were oblerued: but being left of fo} 
a great whyle, no man hath ſought them out, becauſe that 
as long as peace flour iſheu, the neceſũtie of warre was far 
out of mynde. But leaſt it may ſeemeimpoſſible to renewe 
and reſtoze the knowledge of marſhall affayzes, being long 
intermitten and decayed foꝛ lacke ofexerciſe, examples map 
fufficiently teache vs in this point. The knowledge of war⸗ 
fare hath oftentymes bene foꝛgotten with them ofolve,but 
ic hath bene ſought ant againe in bookes , W 
1. ecki 
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the ſkill and authozitie of good captaines. Scipio Aphricae 
nus, did take the armies which were inSpapne,zbeing oltẽ⸗ 
times ouertome vnder dyuers generall captaines: and obs 
ſeruing the oꝛder and pꝛeceptes of warfare, hee ſo diligently 
exerciſed tht in caſting of ditches, making trẽches, that he 
would ſape commonly that diggers muſte bee defiled with 
myꝛe, whiche would be waſhed with the bloud of their ene⸗ 
mies. And at the lengthe with thoſe he ſo fired the Numain⸗ 
tines, that their citie was taken, and neuer one eſtaped. Me- 
tellus receiued an armie in Aphrike , whiche was ſubdued 
vnder Albinus their generall captaine: whiche he did ſo re⸗ 
paire with olde pꝛeteptes and pollicie of the auncient war⸗ 
riours, that after warde they ouertame them, ol whom they 


had bene ſabdued befoze . The Germaines allo in Fraunce, 


deſtroied che lenions whiche Cepio, Manilius and Sillanus 
led:the remnaunt wherof,whF Caws Marius had receiued, 
he ſo enſtructed them with knowledge and kill of fighting, 
that hee deſtroyed in open battayle an tanumerable multt- 
tude, not onely of 3elanders,but alſo of Germaines,⁊ Hun⸗ 
garians Fox it is eaſter to enſtructe ſouldiours of nem vnto 


nowelle, then to talagaine them that be thzoughly afraide. 
C What thinges ſhould be done the ſame daye, that 
the open 02 ſet battaile ſhould be ioyned. 
Chapuer.x}. 


T* moꝛe eaſie feates of warre beinge declared befoze, 


the ower ofthe trade knowledge of warfare , dothe 
moue menowe to tome tothe doubttull daie ofthe opt 
fight, and moztall vaie vnto nations and people. Foz the 
whole victozie conſiſteth in the ſucceſle of open battayle. 
Then at this tyme ſo muche moꝛe ought the captaines to be 
diligent and carekull, in as muche as greater renowne is 
hoped foꝛ ot them that be diligent, and the greater daunger 
dothe followe them that bee flouthefull and vnexperte: in 
whiche the vſe of ſkilfulnes, the knowledge and pollicie of 


fighting, incontinent doth trie and rule all the matter. 
| In olde 
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In olde tyme they were wonte to bꝛyng foꝛth the ſouldiours 
to ſtght, refreſhed befoze with a ſmall poztionof meate: to 
the intent that their meate receiued might make them the 
quicker : and that inthe longer bickeringe they mighte not 
be wearied with hunger. Great care alſo muſt be had, ik che 
enemies be pꝛeſent, whether you bꝛyng foꝛth the ſouldiours 
to the battell out of the campe,02 out of a citie, leaſt whyles 
the armie goeth fozthe thzough the ſtraighte paſſage of the 
gates by ſmal numbꝛes. it be diſcomfited of the enemies ga⸗ 
thered together in a readines. Therefoze this muſte be pꝛo⸗ 
uided, that all the ſouldiours doe iſſue fozth of the gates, and 
the armie be ſet in araye befozethe enemy come. Ik lo be that 
the enemies beinge ready come to them abiding ſtill in the 
citie ; let their iſſuing fooꝛthe, either bee differred, ozat the 
leaſt diſſembled: that when the aduerſaries ſhall beginne ta 
aduaunce and boaſte them ſelues againſt choſe whome they 
thinke wyll not come fo2th of their citie : when as they ſhall 
retire, and purpoſe ta gette ſome bootie , and ſo ſhall bꝛeake 
their araie, then they beynge aſtonied, let the moſte choice 
and piked men ruſhe out, and fooꝛthwith ſec vpon them ac 
vnawares. But this mult be obſerued that the ſouldiours 
be not wearied with any long iourney:leaſt pou compel the 
bozſes being wearie after their running to the opẽ battaile. 
Ie that ſhall fight, muſt needes be muche weakened with 
the trauayle and payne of the tourney . That ſhall he doe 
that commes blowpng e panting to the battel: This thing 
the oulde men of warre haue alwapes ſhunned, and in the 
tyme late paſſed, when as the Romapne captaines,thzough 
ignozaunce, haue not bene ware of, (ſo that J wyll ſaye no 
moꝛe) they haue vtterly caſt away their armie. Foꝛ the ſtate 
oꝛ condition is vnlyke, foʒ him that is wearie, to fight with 
him that is well refreſhed the that ſweateth with him that: 
i freche: he that runneth with him that ſtode ſtill.

But that feare is mitigated by this remediegif 
befoze you ſhall ſigbt, vou doe often (et pour armie in araye 
in ſafe places: fromwhence they may vle both to ve we the 
ennemies and to knowe them. Sometime they maye ven · 
ture ſome thing ol good occaſions and ſo either chaſe oz flea 
the enemies: that they maye knowe the manners and fa- 
ſhions of the enemies, theirarmoure and their hozſcmen, 
Fox the thynges whiche are FRY by arenen; are 
leſle fearefull. ed 
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an e e the plate: whiche 
the higher it halbe when as it is taken, it is thought to bee 
the moze commodious. Fo2 the dartes c other weapons are 
eaſtvown with greater foꝛce againſt them that be vnder: and 
the higher part doth dꝛiue them back that withſtande, with: 
greater violence. Me that foxceth him ſelle againſt the riling 
02 bending al an hill, be doth cake on hand a double conflicte, 
both to ftrine with the place and with the enemie. But here 
muſt be dilcretion had, and a difference made if you hope fo 
thevictozie thꝛough your footemen, againſt the hoꝛſemen ol 
eee muſk chooſe rough places, vneuen, and 
Hot hilles. But if vou ſeeke the victozie againſt the foote⸗ 
men of your enemies tbꝛoughe youre hoꝛſemen, yon muſte 
chooſe ſache places as bee in deede ſome what hygher, but

battayle.Therfoze let the rankes be ſo ſet in araie that theſe 
map be behinde vs:and lit it man be poſſible) tbatthey maye 
de kull in the lace of aur enemirg. Acics is called an armie 


Heben about to let his battell inguod oder · he 
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ſet in oder and in good arapye, and the fozefronte ot it is pla» 
ted directly againſt the enemies. This fozefrante in open oz 
ſette battaple, if it be wyſely ſette in o2d2e , dothe helpe and 
p2ofite very much. Ifthey be oꝛdꝛed vuſkilfuliyf they were 
neuer ſo good warriours, yet with ill ſetting in araye, they 
are ſoone vanquiſhed andouerthzowen, The rule of letting 
in araye, is that in the ſirſte rancke bee placed the experte 
and oulde beaten ſouldiours, whome in olde tyme they cal⸗ 
led Principes, that is the moſte expertt and va liaunt ſouldi« 
ours « In the ſeconde ranke muſte bee appointed archers, 
being armed with curets 02 bꝛeaſtplates, and the beſts ſouls 
diours with dartes oꝛels ſpeares, who of olde were called 
Haſti, that is pikemen. Euery armed man was accuſtomed 
to take ſtreight fooꝛthe thꝛee foote ſpace betweene one and 
other. That is to ſaye, in the ſpace of ample, a thouſande 
ſire hundzeth thꝛee fcoze and ſyxt, are placed and ſette in 
lengthe, chat nepther the battayle mape appeare thpnne bes 
tweene the ſouldiours , and that there maye bee roume e⸗ 
nougb to handle their weapons. They would haue betwene 
one ranke and other, a ſpace behynde cheir backes, ſixe foote 
in bzedthe , that they that fyghte , myghte haue roume ta 
come fozewarde and goe backe warde. Foz the dartes in 
leaping and running, are caſte with a greater violence. In 
thoſe twoorankes are placed ſuche as are ot riper age, bar; 
die chzough vle and experience, and alſo armed with moze 
beauie and weightie harneſſe. Foz theſe as a wall within 
them ſelues cannot be compelled, either to rety2e,02 topurs 
ſue their enemics:leaffe they ſhould diſoꝛder their rapes: bug 
are ready tareteiue the enemies auarchinge fozwarde , and 
by ſtanding ſtoutly to it and fighting valiauntly, eyther to 
dꝛiue them backe, oz put them to flyghte, The thyꝛde oꝛ⸗ 
dꝛe 02 rape, is placed of the lyghteſt armied menne, of ar- 
chers, beynge pounge men, ot good caſters of dartes, which 
in oulde tyme were called Ferentarii, that is, men armed in 
Ipghte harniſſe, readie to come quickelpe to ſuccours. 

Che fourthe oꝛdꝛe muſle be ſette with the molle readie ſouls 
diours, which are armed with ſhieldes, with young archcrg 
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and ſuch as ligbt with dartesanvleaven plũmettes (which 
they name Martiabarbulos,all which were called light har⸗ 
niſſed men, Thereloꝛe wee muſteknowe fozasmuche as the 
twos firſt oꝛdet s doe ſtande ſtill:the thirde ozdze+rhe fourth 
wich cheit dattes and arrowes, muſt alwayes goe fozthe to 
pꝛoudke the enemies. Alo be that they can put thẽ to flight, 
then they with the hoꝛſemen doe purſue. Butik they be dʒiuẽ 
backe by the enemies, they returne tot! firſte and ſeconde 
oꝛdꝛes againe and amongeſt them euery one takes his owne 
place. But the lirſte and ſeconde battaple, as ſoone as they 
tome to light with dinte of [wooꝛdes, and ſhoꝛte dartes, that 
is (as they ſaye commonly) to hande ſtrokes they endure and 
beare ok, the bzunte of all the battaile. In the fifthe rave oz 
battaple, ſometyme were planted field peeces, and ſhooters 
in crollebowes, lingers both with the flyngeſtafle, and with 
the hande. They be called Fundibulatores, whiche caſte ſto« 
nes with ſkalfellinges . The flinge ſtalle is a ſtaffe ſouto foote 
longeto the whiche though the mydves is bound a ſlinge 
of leather: and being foxced with boch bandes, dothe caſte 
leuell the ſtones in manner of a great gunne. Funditores, 
be ſuche as taſte ſtones with llynges made of flaxe, thꝛeede, 
#2 great heares, foz theſe they doe call the better, they doe 
thꝛowe ſones fetching their arme rounde abcut their head. 
They that had no ſhieldes vid ũght in tbis oder, whether 
it were with ſtones caſte wich hande, oꝛ with vartes: whom 
they did name Accenſos, as who ſaye, as pet pounger men 
and not expert, but after warde added and put to the legion. 
The ſirte oꝛder, was vpholden and ſtayed with the molte 
daliaunt and couragious warriours, and ſuche as hadde 
Hieldes and were fenced with al kinde of armout and wea⸗ 
pons:whome the aunctent men did name Triarios, that is 
to ſaye ſouldiours whiche be ſet alwayes in the rerewarde, 
whiche were the ſtrongeſt men. Theſe are alwayes placed 
after the laſte rank sꝛthat being reſted xfreſhe; they might 
moye ſbarpely allaile tber enemies. Fox if anp thing bad 
bappenev other wyſe the well vnto the firſtoꝛders, al ß hope 
of recouery did hange and depende of their fozce 8 2

Ut after that Jhaue ſette foꝛth in what maner ths ars 
Bw. ought to to be ſet in ar rape, nowe I wil declare þ 
footinge and meaſuringe of the ſame .

® ſpaceonebattell doth containe 16 65.footemen; becauſe that 
euery ſouldiour doth occupye thꝛee foote ſpace. Jfthat you 
would oꝛdeine ſixe battelles in a myle ſpace, there muſt nee» 
des be 9996. footemen. But if pou woulde pitche the ſame 
nomber inthꝛee ranckes, vou muſt take. 2000. paces, But 
it is bettter to make mo battelles, then to diſperſe them far⸗ 
ther a ſonder. But J ſayde befoze that therzoughte to ap» 
peare betweene euery rancke behinde their backes ſire foote 
in bꝛeadth. And the fighters as they ſtande to take euery one 
afoote . And therefo2e if you would ſet in araye bi. ranckes 
on battelles: 42. foote in bzeadth, and a mple in lengthe 
will contatne an armye of tenne Thouſand men. But if pou 
would ſet the ſame in araye deuided into three battelles. 21. 
foote in bzeadth, and two myles in length, will containe the 
armye of tenne Thouſande meu. After the ſame reaſõ, we ⸗ 
ther there be rr. thouſand 02.30. thouſande footemẽ, accoꝛ- 
dinge toþ meaſuring by the foote, they maye be ſet inaraye 
verye eaſelye · Nepther is the Captaine deteyued when hee 
knoweth howe many armed men euerye plact can containe. 
Finallye if the place be ſomewhat ſtreight, oꝛ il the nomber 
be ſufficient, then it is beſt to ſet them in nine battels oꝛ moe. 
Foꝛ it is better that they ſight thicke together, then ſeuered 
further,#a great diſtaunce one from another. Foꝛ ik ÿ bat⸗ 
tell be made to ſlender and thinne, the ennemyes do eaſelye 
bzeake and diſturbe the araye by violent inuaſion, 
and no helpe afterward can be had. But what bandes ought. 
to beſet in the right wig what in the lefte, and what in the 
middeſt, it is obſeru” »yacuſfome and is e accoꝛ⸗

Fter þ the footemen be ſet in battel raye, the hoꝛſemẽ 
A are ſet in p winges, ſo p all they þ be in complete har⸗ 
neſle, ſuch as haue lances be ioyned to the footem . 
But archers e ſuch as are not well armed, let them roue as 
bꝛoade, x keepe a loufe from thoſe which are better armed, 
moꝛe valiant ſouldiours. F 02 the ſydes be defended whoꝛſe⸗ 
men, and the winges ofthe ennempes mult be ſeperate, ſcat⸗ 
tered and diſturbed by the quicke and light hozſemeu . The | 
Captaine ought to know againſt what troupes of the enne⸗ 
myes, oz againſt what ranckes ofhis ennempes, hee muſte 
place his troupe ot hoꝛſemen. Fo Iknowe not by what hiv * 
oꝛ ſecrete waye, vea rather by ſome heauenlye meanes, ſome 
do ſight againſt ſome better then others: and they that had 
ouercome ſtronger men, otentimes are ouercome of p wea⸗ 
ker. It᷑ ſo be that the hoꝛſemen be not equal, i ſwikteſt foote⸗ 
men, atter the maner ofthe olde warriours with light Ter⸗ 
gettes, exerciſedta the ſame purpoſe ſhould be topned wyth 
them, whom they did name Expcditos velites: that is to ſap 
light and nimble fo2 ſkirmiſhes. Ahich being done, though 
there were neuer lo ſtoute hozſemen of the ennempes, vet cã 
they not be able to matche an armpye ſo mingled and tempe⸗ 
red. The olde Captaines inuented this remedye that they 
vſed to exerciſe certaine ponge men that ranne notablie, and 
did alwayes place of them betweene euerye twohozſemen a 
footeman, with light ſheldes, ſwoꝛdes and dartes.

If it be 
ſet like a wedge {mall befoze and bꝛoade behinde, oꝛ ſpꝛea⸗ 
ding open like a payꝛe of ſheares, you muſt needes haue bes 
hinde the battell ſauldiours, moꝛe then oꝛdinarpe: of which 
you woulde make your battell wedgewyſe, oz open like the 
ſheares: if it ſhould be ledde iu and aut like a ſawe, it halbe 
made like wyſe of the ſuperfluous ſouldiours; Foꝛ ifyortbes 
ginne to put out anye ſouldidur ſet in araye, outot᷑ his place, 
vou ſhall diſturbe and bꝛing all out ot oꝛder.

Here be ſeuen kindes ok open fighting, when the ban⸗ 
ners diſplayed in deſtance on both partes, do ioyne to⸗ 
gether in fight. One kinde of fight is with a long foꝛe⸗ 
front, and a foure coꝛnered arme: as noa dayes alwapes 
almoſt they vſe to fight: but this kinde ol light, they that be 
ſkilfull and expert in armes, do not iudge to be belt: becauſe 
that when the battell is ſtretched foꝛthe in lengthe, an euen 
plaine grouude is not alwapes in the waye nighe hand and 
readye , and if ſometime there be anye emptye o2 hollowe 
place,o2 bowing o2 crouking in the middle part, in that part 
oftentimes the foꝛeranke is bzoken , Mozeouer if the enne⸗ 
mpe do palle you in multitude,hee doth compaſle eyther the 
righte oz the lefte winge on the ſydes: in the which there is 
great daunger, except you baue aboue your ozdinarye nom⸗ 
ber, which maye ſtaye and put backe the ennempe. Pe onlye 
ought to ioyne battell after this ſoꝛt, which hath both mo in 
nomber, and moꝛe valiant fighting men: that he maye com⸗ 
paſſe his ennempe of both the winges, aud encloſe him as it 
were within his owne armye. The ſeconde kindeoffixhte is 
common, which is better then anye other. In which if you 
wyll appointe a fewe ſtoute and couragious men in a place 
conueniente, although pou be troubled with multitude and 
manhoode of pour ennempes: pet mape you eaſelye winne 
the victozye. The maner of this ſight is that when the bat- 
telles ſet in arape do ioyne together, then ſhall you ſeperate 
the lefte winge a good waye of, from the righte winge of

and geue backe fro thence: if your owne men do come on ws 
all, you ſhal obtaine moſt certaine victoꝛpe: and that part of 
your armpe which pou remoued fro your ennempe, ſhal re⸗ 
mapne in ſafety. But in this kinde of fighting the battel is 
oꝛdered after the ſimilitude of þ letter A, oz els the Care 
penters ſquy2e + If ſo be pthe aduerſary do the ſame bekoze 
you :you ſhal gather together vnto pour left winge,p extras 
oꝛdinarye ſouldiours, as well hoz{cmTasfootemen:t which 
befoze I ſayde muſt be ſet behinde the battaile: and ſo ſhall 
pou withſtand your aduerſarye with greacfozce ſtrength, 
that you be not dꝛiuen backe with crafce and pollicye. The 
thirde kind of fightis like vnto the ſeconde, but in this point 
it is the wozſer : becauſe you beginne with peur left winge, 
to fight with your ennemyes right winge . Foz the inuaſion 
is very weake, # they thatfight in the left winge with much 
difficultye do aſſault their ennemyes openlye. The which I 
will moze plainelye declare. It pou ſhall at anye time haue 
your left winge a good deale the ſtronger, then ioyne toge⸗ 
ther the moſt valiant hoꝛſemen and footemen: and in v con⸗ 
flicte bende ſame firft to the right winge of the ennemyes, 
and as much as is poſſible, make haſt to dꝛiue backe and cds 
paſſe the right ſyde of your aduerſarye But ſeperate the os 
ther parte of pour armye in which you knowe that you haue 
the wozſt fighting men, a good waye of krom his left wing, 
that it maye not be inuaded with lwoꝛdes, oz that the dartes 
come vnto it. In this kinde of light pou muſt cake heede leaſt 
your croſſe battel be beaten thzonghe the wedge o2 ſharpe 
batcellofyour ennempes. But by this way in one cafe pe ſhal 
fight pꝛolitablye, if pour aduerſaryes rigbte winge be wea⸗ 
ker, and pour lekte winge a great deale the ſtronger f — 
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of Zeates of. warre>. 
fourtb kinde of fight is ſuch: when as pou haue let your bat 
tell in arraye, foure oꝛ fyue hundꝛet paſes befozechep come 
ta the ennemye, ſodenly when he loakes loz no ſuche thinge, 
vou mult couragiouſſye ſet foꝛ ward both your winges: that 
you mape on both his winges put the eunempeto flight, and 
ſo ſoner attaine 5ᷣ victoꝛye. But this kinde of light although 
it do quickelyouercome, if it ſhall ſet foch berye expert and 
valiant ſouldiaurs, pet it is full of daunger, betauſe hee that 
fightethin ſuch wyſe is conſtrayne d to leaue his middle bat⸗ 
taile naked, and to deuide his armye into two partes Am if 
the ennempe be not ouercome at the firſt bzunce, he hath af« 
ter warde occaſion, whereby he may both ſet vppon the win⸗ 
ges deuided, and the middle battel alſo left withoute ayde e 
ſuccour. Thefifte kinde of fight is like to the kourth. But 
it bath this one thinge moꝛe, foꝛ becauſe it doch ſet lighte ar⸗ 
med men and archers befoze the firlt battell: that they may 
reſilt the inuaſion ol ennemxes, and let them fo2 bꝛeaking in: 
fo:ſodoth hee fet vppon the lekt winge of the ennempe wyth 
bis right wing, and wich his owne left wing the right wing 
of the ennemye. If ſo be that he canne put the ennempes to 


fligbt, he doth ſtraight way winne the ſielde: it nat, the mid - 


dle battaile is in no ieopardie, becauſe it is defended of the 
light armed men and archers; The ſixt kinde of fight is the 
belt of all, and in a maner like the ſecond: which they vo vie 
that diſpayzeo2 miſtruſt of the nomber ofthey2 owne fouldi⸗ 
ours, and alſo of their manhoode. And il they do ſette them 
well in araye and good oꝛder, althoughe it be with a mall 
nomber , they do alwayes get the victozye. Fo? when as the 
battell ſee in araye doth appꝛoche and come to thenngmyes, 
ioyne you pour righte winge buto the lette winge ok thenne⸗ 
myes, and with the moſt tryed hoꝛſemen and ſwifteſt foote» 
men, there begin to fight. But remoue and take a waye the 
other ſyde ofthe armpeza great waye from the right ſyde ot 
pour ennempe, and ſtretch it out a length as it were a ſpitte 
02 a darte. Fo2if pou ſhall beginne to beate the lefte part ot 
his arme, bath ol the ſydes and behind , without doubt pon 


hall put them to flighte, But thaduerſarpe cannot _ 
is 
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dis þ be in daunger, neither with his right winge, noꝛ Þ his 
middle battell: becauſe pour battell is ſtretched fo2th # rea. 
cheth it ſelle al in length, after the faſhiũ g ſimilitude of the 
letter .I. goeth a great way of fr thtnempes:th the which 
kinde many times they bicker in their vyages.The ,7. kinde 
olſight is, which thzough þ belpe & benefitof the place, doth 
belpe hint p doth fight. In this kinde alſo pou may wiſtand e 
match wyth pour aduerſarp, both wpth a ſmall nomber, e 
alſo with leſſe valiant ſouldiours, it pou haue on one ſyde an 
bill, az þ ſea, oꝛa rpuer, oꝝ a lake, oꝛa Cittye, oz fennes, 02 
rockes g ſtiepe dawne places: by þ which the ennemyes can- 
not come vnto, i ſet reſidue oł pour armie in ſtraigbt battel 
rape. But in ᷣ winge which hath no defence, yu muſt ſet al 
your -hozfemen c Gũners. Then with moꝛe ſaketye you ſhal 
encounter v the ennempe, after your owne will e pleaſure : 
becauſe of one part nature ol the place doth defende pou, ol 
other part almoſt a double ſtrẽgth of boꝛlemẽ is ſet. Not- 
withſtãding this thing ougbt to be obſerued, which is moſt 
neceſſa ry :; whether you wauld fight, your right winge th. 
bis left wing, there ſet the valiant men: oz whether your left 
with his right wing „ there place v ſtouteſt men:ozwhether 
vou would make a wedge 02 ſharpe battell in the middeſt, by 
the which pou might bꝛeake v battel rapes ot your enemies: 
in the ſame medge you muſtopdaine c ſet the moſt experte æ 
cunning ſouldiours. Foz the victozy is wont to be atchitued 
by a few. The matter doth altogether reſt in this, that bya 
wyſe and diſcreete Captaine,choſenmen be ſet in thoſe pla» 
tes, which by ſkill are thought moſt fit and commmodious. 
¶ That a waye ſhould be geuen to the ennemyes to de⸗ 
part, that they may moze eaſelye be deſtroyed in 
flxinge awaye. Chap. xxi. 

Ane men being ignoꝛante of the feates of warre, do 
thincke they maye haue a greater victoꝛpe if they can 
compalle the aduerfarpes eyther w ſtraitnes ofpla« 
ces, oꝛ wniultitudoof armed me: pthey tan finde no way to 
de part oꝛ flie away. But they which are ſo encloſed be moze 
Encouraged g boldned thzough deſperatio:$ when cher 90 no 
ape 
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hope at al, feare doch cõſtraine them to lighte. He doth couet 
willingly to die wcompany, which knoweth molt certenly þ 
be mult needes dye. Therfoze is the ſaping of Scipiocomens 
ded, which ſayd, ÿ the way wherby the ennemies might flie 
Hold not be foꝛtityed. Foz ifa pallage to depart awapbe once 
spened,as ſone as$ minds ol al doagre to tũne away : thep 
areſlaine ę murdered like beaſts, neither is there any daũ⸗ 
ger to them p purſue, when as they y be ouercome haue tur⸗ 
ned their weapons into flighte, with the which they migbte 
haue bene defended. Alter this ſoꝛt 2 greater panarmpyets, 
fomuch moze eaſy a great nomber is ouerthꝛomt, fox there 
is no nãber to be required, wher the hart of ß ſouldiers once 
ſoze afraied ę diſcouraged, doth not ſa much couet to ſhun þ 
weapons of the ennempes, as their faces. But being enclo⸗ 
ſed, though few in ndber,s weake in power: xet in this ſame 
point they be equal to their ennempes, fox as much as being 
in deſpayze, they know that they bopinge loꝛ no efcape;muſte 
needes light. Foꝛ this only hope haue they v be deſperate, 
to loke koꝛ na ſatetye on life at all. en

L thinges beinge ozderlye declared & made plaine, 
A which the trade of warre hath by experience q knowe 

ledge obſerued: one thing remapneth to declare, afe 
ter whatmaner we map retyꝛe frõ the ennemies. Foꝛ they ỹ 
be expert in the knowledge of warre e in examples, do teſti⸗ 
fye, p no where any greater daũger doth appeare» Foz be p 
befoze the ioyninge together doth recoyle, doth both take a⸗ 
waye good hope frõ his owne armye, & doth encourage any 
bolden the ennempes. But foꝛaſmuch as this thing doth of 
neceſſity happen oftentimes,we muſt declare by what meas 
nes the ſame may be done ſafely, Firſt of all that your owne 
men do not knowe that therefoze you departe, becauſe-you 
chunne to ioyne battel : but þ they may be bzonght in beleue 
that they be called backe byſome pollicye,fo2 this intente Þ 


the ennemies may be allured vnto a moze cõuenient —— 
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may be the moe eaſelye-vanquiſhed : oz els it the ennempes 
would pur ſur alter them, pꝛiuye waptes might be layed the 
better. Foʒ it mult needes be that they wil be ready to flye, 
which perceyue they2 owne Captaine to deſpayʒe. This alſo 
is tu be auoyded, that the ennemyes in no wyſe perceyue of 
pour departure away, and ſo foʒthwich runne haſtelye vppõ 
you . Therefoze mauye haue ſet their hoʒſemen beloꝛe their 
kootemen: to the ende that they running to and fro, ſhoulde 
not ſufter the ennemyes to ſee wohn the footemen departed. 
Alſo they withdꝛewe euery rancke oꝛ batteile particularly, 
beginninge at the firſt and called them backe warde. The os 
ther remapninge fill in their oꝛder and place: which after⸗ 
war de by little and little ret oylinge, they ioyned vnto them 
which they had wichdꝛawen. Firſt after the wayes were 
fearched, ſome did rety2e with the armye by night: to thin 
tent that whe the daye came, the ennemyces could not oucrs 
take them that went befoze . Poꝛeor er the lighte harneſſed 
men were ſente befozeto the hilles, by the which the armye 
might ſodainlye be called againe withoute daunger: and ilk 
the ennempes woulde followe on, they were diſcomfited of- 
the lightharneſſed men, which gotte the place befoze them, 
with p hozfemTalſoiopned to them. Foz nothing is thought: 
moꝛe daungerous, then ik they whiche lye in the ambuſhe 
ould meete them that purſue them, vnaduiſedly oz befoze 
they haue pꝛepared themſelues. This is the time wherein 
ambuſhmentes oz trappes conuenientipe are layed becauſe 
chere is greater boldnes and leſſe care agaiuſt them that are 
in flying. Foz ot neceſſity, of greater ſecuritye and leſſe care 
fulnes enſueth greater perill and daunger. Ennemies are 
wont to come ſodainlye vppon ſuch as ate bnpꝛepared, o2 tas 
kinge their meate, wearye in theyꝛiourneye, feedinge their 
boꝛſes, and ſuſpectinge no ſuche thing at all. Which things 
doch we our ſelues muſt aboyde, and in ſuch maner of occaſis 
ans we muſt annoye our ennemye. Foꝛ neyther manhoode, 
no2 yet the namber of men tan helpe ſuche as be oppꝛeſled by 
ſuch a chaunce: toꝛ as muche as he that in battaile is ouer . 
unt 1 although pollicyand cunning doth — 
auap 
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wel he that goeth befoze mape returne backe, as alſo he

attaple berye muche, yet he map accuſe v Ane 
fo? his defence: but he that hath fallt into p ſodame tommmi 
on of the ennemyes, and theyꝛ ambuſhes lapedfoz them:can 
altedge nothinge to excuſe his falte: becauſe he mig 
auoyded it, and klo wen befoze by ſcoutes and ſpyes meete 
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full of woodes, into the which when the ennempes ſhal fall, 
he returneth quickely and helpeth his owne companye. But 
he that followeth by backe wayes, doth ſende light harnel⸗ 
ſed men a good waye befoꝛe: and OD befo2e,doth kepe 


his ennempe frompaſſin e ende t 
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andipecayed, chiefelychzoughthe polticysof ebe Romayne 
ſaulniauꝛ s. After they came to light, the Romaines ſodenly 
thoꝛom aut the ſieldes did caſt caltroppes:on þ which when 
as 5 Chariottes fell in their running, 
this fame I rihulus oz caltroppe is, an inſtrumftof defence 
faſtened together w. iii. y}onpinues:þ which whatſoener 
wape you will caſt it, dach ſtande withthzee coꝛners 2 
kes, and wich the fourth ſtanding up right is — | 
rous. The Elephantes by reaſowofþ greatnes ot them bo⸗ 
dyes, the fearefulnes of theyꝛ cry oz bꝛaping, the ſtrangeues 
— — — — — — —— in the 
battaples. Ringe Pyrrhus bꝛought againſt che 
Romaynes in Lucania. Alter ward Hanniball in Affricke, 
kinge Antiochus in the Eaſt parte, lugurtha in Numidia, 
bad many of them, againſt the which chey inuented ſondzpe 
kinds of armour and weapons to withſtand them. Foꝛza cer 
taine Centution in Lucania, w a ſmoꝝde cutaway frd one of 
chem hand 02 long ſaoute (which tbeyrall Prom niſtidẽ) 
and two barded hozſes were ioyned to the Chariottes:vpon 
whom ſuch as were called Clibanarij ſitting, did directe a⸗ 
gainſt the Elephantes longe ſpeares called dariſſas, that is 
to ſay,the longeſt poles they could get:fo2 being fented with 
y2on armour, neither were they hurt or the Archers ( which 
the beaſtes did carrye) e they ſhunned the violence of the E⸗ 
lephantes thzoughe the ſwiftnes ofthe hoꝛſes. Some other 
baue ſent aut againſt che Elephants, ſouldiours in complet 
armour : ſo that in their armes and helmettes 02 ſhoulders, 
were ſette great ſharpe pꝛickes ol pꝛon, leaſt the Elephant 
with his hande 02 longe ſnoute, mape lape holde of the 

that came to ſighte againſt him. Yet eve menof wares 
chiefelye appointed lighte harneſſed men called Velites a 
cain the Elephantes ; -'Velices, were yonge men wyth 
lighte armoure,ofa luſtye and liue lye bodye, whiche ſhotte 
and caſt partes verye well on hoxſebacke.Theſe when they 
ranne beſpdes the Elephantes, wyth bzoade ſpeares and 
greater Dartes, then they were wonte, killed the bea⸗ 
ſtes: but when hardines and boldnes grewe ,.aftexwarus 
V 391 manye 


'tawers aiſa: andehere was na ſafer waye to deſtrope 
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7M  manyeCotilyſorrstogechercalfalatonte their varces;that 


is ta ſaye,they2 hotteagainitthe Elephantes ſo wounded 
them. Pet this alſo they bſed to vo, þ ſlingers i ſlingſtaues 
e round ſtones leuelled out ot their ſlinges, divouerthzows 
and kill the men ol Inde mhich ruledthe Elephantes with p 


then this. Pozeouner the ſouldiours made roume 
fo ofthe beaſtes, where they mighte bzeake 
incothe'battell : whiche when as they came ſo farre as the 
middeſt ot the haaſt, the troupes of armed men compaſſed 
them about on euere ſyde, and toke both the beaſt and their 
rulers not hurte noꝛ wounded. It is verye good alſo to ſet: 
tertaine field peeces behinde the fozebatcel of a greater big» 
nes, chen the reſidue layed vppon cartes wyth two hoꝛſes oz 
Mules, fox ſuche do ſhoote leuell their pellets farther and w 
greater violence :and when the Elephantes come within p 
reache ofthe darte, the beaſts are ſtricken thꝛough with the 
ſhotte ofthe Gunners, Natwithſtanding the yꝛon is thꝛuſt 
oder and moe ſurelpe meo them, becauſe in greatbodyes. 
are made greater woundes . ee haue reherſed manye ex» 
amples and engines againſt the Elephantes, to the intente

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> Geomfiknowe, if cenartrotibtarnechacing auer⸗ 
come t another doth ſtye, we ſbould not pet diſpayze 2: 
wenns in ſuch an extremitye y tanſtancy at the Tap» 
tayne maye get the whole victozye cohimſelfe. This thing 
bath happened in bery manye marres: and ſuch haue beeng 
accomptedto haue the vpperhande, as haue nut diſpayꝛed.

Therefoꝛe a wyſe and cyꝛcumſpect Captayne, 
dught in open ozſet battel, to fight lo aduiſedly and warely, 
that ik any thing ſhould happẽ other wyſe then wel, thzough 
mutability of warres, and mans fraile condition, he might 
deliuer him q his ouercome ſouldiours without greate loſſe 
oꝛ niſpleaſure. Foz it hillea be nighe , if anye defence be be⸗ 
hinde their backes: ik, althoughe the other go away, all the 
malt valiant ſtande ſtoutely to it, they ſhall ſaue themſelues 
and they2owne companye Oftentimesanarmpye now diſ⸗ 
 comfited;ifitcanreconer ſtrengthagaine, doch llea them þ 
put tue diſperſed e ſcattered abꝛoad ant a ader. Foʒ they 
- which reioyee and aduaunce themſelues, are neue rin moꝛe 
daunger; then when from ſodaine ſiertenes balhnes tbey 
are chaunged into ſodaine feare. But what ſuereſſe ſaeuet 
kollom, they muſt be gathered together that remapne aliue, 
and muſbbe encouraged with meete exhoꝛtations. and chert- 
ſhed #comfo;tev by repayꝛing of their armour.
